They had raged twenty-eight 
hours, in spite of almost superhuman ef- 
forts put forth by the best fighting forces 
which more than half a dozen ciths 
were able to muster. 

The city ig overcast with gloom, The 
only lights in the burned district are 
those from the smouldering ruins The 
only lights in that section which escaped 
destruction are from corner gas lamps. 
The. stores are closed in nearly every 
street. The darkened avenues are full 
of jostling people talking of one sub- 
ject. Apparently there is but one cause 
for gladness, and that is that there are 
no homeless. The residence section of the 
city escaped. This phase of the situa- 
tion relieved the officials from any 
thought other than property. 

At 2 o’clock the Associated Press sent 
out a bulletin saying the flames would 
be held in check at the Union docks 
and prevented from leaping Jones falls 
and placing entire city east of there in 
jeopardy. At 3 o'clock that bulletin -was 
confirmed. A score of times flames from 
the fire were found lapping the sides of 
lumber piles on the east bank of the 
falls. In some instances the lumber was 
tossed into the falls and in similar cases 
heroic efforts stayed the onward sweep 
of the flames, Throughout the district in 
which firemen worked for supremacy 
they were handicapped by a gale which 
carried burning brands over the heads of 
the workers and beyond the reach of 
the hundreds of streams of water poured 
into the raging furnaces. But for the 
work of volunteers in seeking out and 
extinguishing these embers, it is almost 
certain the burned area would have been 


twice larger than it is. About seventy- 
five squares or !40 acres are in ashes. 


INSURANCE COMPANIES 
STAGGERED BY THE LOSS 

Insurance companies Lave opened tem- 
porary Offices in the Lexington hotel, but 
their representatives d>sclire to estimate 
the loss. The answer of One js typical 
of all: 

“It's too big. fe have no figures to 
describe it. Make it above one hundred 
million; that’s the best we can do.” 

The same indecision was true with re- 
gard to estimates concerrirg ‘nsurance 

The city was early placed under mar- 
tial law and thus all «anger of looting 
in the doomed district was eliminated. 
Word wag received tonight that General 
Corbin, ef New York, would be here 
tomorrow to take command of the fcder- 
al troops. The presavice of two regi- 
ments of militia as an adjunct to the 
police, which were augmented by de- 
tails from Philadelphia and Washington, 
resulted in the maintenance of the best 
of order. 

No one dares to guess what would have 
happened had the flames jumped the falls. 
The struggle today has been with the 
one end of confining the fire to the west 
side of the muddy stream. That this 
effort was successful is merely the re- 
suit of the fire burning itself out and 
coming in contact with the concerted la- 
bors of nearly a hundred fire companies, 
aided by the powerful fire tug, the Cat- 
eract. Again and again the _ terrible 
heat, driven from the burning district 
across Jones Falls ignited buildings and 
lumber piles. Furlous hand to hand fights 
occurred, which fortunately for the resi- 


dents of East Baltimore, were> won by 
the firemen. Bucket brigades were form- 
ed to prevent the destructive leap of the 
flames across the narrow stream. Had 
the fire gained a fpothold in the east side 
lumber yards jt is conceded nothing could 
have stopped the onslaught, and the 
departments would have been powerless 
to prevent damage as great if not great- 
er than the Chicago fire. 
DYNAMITE WAS USED 
UNTIL FIRE WAS STOPPED 

Dynamite explosions have been frequent 
today. The plan adopted last night of 
blowing up buildings in attempts to stay 
the progress of the flames was continued 
until the fire was under control. Then 
the dynamiters turned their attention to 
Tazing tottering walls which threatened 
to collapse. The result was almost con- 
Slant cannonading and the detonating 
was heard in all parts of the city. 

With the fire under control the black- 
ened waste which lies in the wake of wie 
sea of flames presents a view, terrible in 
its pyrotechnic grandeur. It can be 
likened best to oceans of great coke 
ovens, each shooting out its. thousand 
tongues of flames from pyramids of brick, 
stone and cement. Where the fire has 


died out nothing remains but blackened 


waste, from which rise hundreds of tow- 
ering, insecure shafts of the same color. 
These are all that is left of what were 
once handsome office buildings, storage, 
wholesale and business houses of all 
kinds, : 

The loss will not be accurately estimat- 
ed for weeks, for business men, prosper. 
Ous yesterday morning, are poor today. 
Expressions heard among these men. as 
they look into the collapsed property re- 
veal an astounding number who were 
only poorly protected by insurance. 

The high winds made it near impossi- 
ble for any one to pass through the 
streets bordered by crumbling walls with- 
out grave danger to personal safety. 
Tangled masses of wires, cross and re- 
cross the streets, and these were lashed 
so furiously by the wind that they could 
have proved no more dangerous had they 
been alive. 

Ruins could be seen swaying baca and 
forth, apparently ready every minute to 
collapse. Many did fall during the morn- 
ing. Flying glass, dust and sparks and 
embers filled the air. In that fearful 
district men prominent in commercial 
life were found. Many with heat-blister- 
ed and smoke-begrimed faces had been 
up all night and as the morining broke 
were taking the first inventory of losses. 

At 12:30 o’clock the northern limits of 
the fire had traveled from Fayette street 
to Eastern avenue. At this point half a 
dazen fire companies were fighting from 
the rear, while other companies were 
flanking on the Jones Falls and the Lib- 
erty street borders. Sandwiches and cof- 
fee were served from drays. Many of the 
men were almost famished from their 
long and dangerous detail. 

Every bridge over Jones Falls had a 
score of firemen and not infrequently 
they were compelled to turn their atten- 
tion from towering pyres to put out 
flames on the floor below them. Both 
banks of Jones Falls were lined with 
lumber yards and the piles on one side 
were blazing constantly and on the ‘other 
throwing off clouds of steam caused by 
the water turned on wood heated almost 
to the point of ignition. 

In that district no one knew whether 
the sun shone, except those who had 
come from the northern (districts. The 
clouds of blinding, choking smoke total- 
ly obscured the sun and the wind from 
the, northwest carried a spray of rain- 
like drops of water from across the Falls.

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BUT ALL TO NO AVAIL 


Flames Were Finally Stayed by a Little Stream. 
Towering Skyscrapers, Supposed te be Fire Proof, 
Crumbled in Fierce Heat. 


Baltimore, February 8—The cheering 
news that the conflagration had been 
checked, spread rapidly over the city, and 
the great crowds that all day had surged 
against the tightly drawn fire lines, be- 
gan to turn homeward. Unless the wind, 
which now blows briskly from the north- 
west, should change, it is believed that 
there is no further danger. But the fire- 
men. are taking no chances. All over 
the burned district they are tonight fight- 
ing the fierce flames that still Mve in 
large piles of ruins. ‘These fires are no 
menace, however, for they have nothing 
to feed upon outside their present limits. 

During the afternoon the fire ate its 
way in a southerly and westerly direc- 
tion, toward the water. Sporadic fires 
sprang into existence and caused the 
withdrawal of apparatus ang men from 


the line of battle, and the fire swept on-. 


ward. 

As the day wore the forefront of the 
fire neared Jones Falls, a small stream 
that trends north and south, and divides 
Baltimore from that portion of the city 
known as East Baltimore. This Httle 
stream was the last stand. 

If the conflagration leaped it and gained 
a foothold, itg extent could not be fgre- 
told. 

Tremendous efforts were made to block 
it. Dynamite was used freely. The fire 
aparatus was centered, and all the skill 
of the fire-fighters called into play to 
defeat the element that had eaten up 
millions of dolars worth of property. 
And human skill and pluck and grit 
and unfaltering courage won. The fire 
was checked. But behind it lay a great 
gutted waste of more than 140 acres in 
extent. 


NOT A WALL STANDING 
IN ENTIRE CITY BLOCKS 

Entire blocks just below there are 
wiped out, without, in some cases, @ 
wall left standing. 

From Fayette street, down Holliday 
street as far as German street, there is 
no building left save the shell of the 
corn and flour exchange, at the corner 
of German street. 

Like a grim tower in the ruins stands 
the walls of the fifteen-story Contli- 
nenta] Trust Company building. The 
walls of the Baltimore and Ohio build- 
ing are also standing, but the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad building, directly across 
Calvert street, is razed. Only the walls 
remain of the once stately Equitable 
building. Only remnants of one wall are 
left of what was the National hotel, 
No buildings are left standing as far as 
the eye can see down Baltimore street 
from this point. 

The costly United States custom house, 
in course of construction, is said to ke 
ruined. The marble blocks are. badly 
damaged, the cornices on the north side 
are destroyed and the marble is cracked 
in a number of places. The only other 
federal building damaged was the United 
States store house, diagonally opposite. 
Westward, along Pratt street, is only, 
debris, from which flames leap and play. 

Down Pratt street, west from Gay, for 
several blocks, the oil in the wreck of 
the Standard Oil buildings ignited, And 
there was a succession of explosions with 
the bursting out of flames. Pratt street 
for many squares is almost impassable 
by reason of huge piles of masonry and 
water with which the fire companies 
flooded that section. The electric wires 
are a tangled network, and the trolley 
wires are down in every direction, 

The main power house of the street 
railway was gutted early this morning. 


SEVENTY-FIVsi BLOCKS 
WFRE LAID IN RUINS 

The large buildings of the Miller Fer- 
tiliizer Company, the Bragenor Oi] Com- 
pany, C. A. Robinson, dealer in seeds, 
and the Martin Wagner Company, can- 
ners and packers, opposite the slip from 
the power house, were destroyed and the 
ruins burned throughout this evening. : 

Many of the occupants of the ill-fated 
Pratt street were saloon keepers and 
dealers in second-hand goods. All -the 
buildings at Dugans wharf, nearby, were 
destroyed. Stretching from here down 
East and West Falls avenue were a num- 
ber of business establishments. Among 
these the Lime Cement Company’s plant, 
the Cockran’s ice house were burned. 
The large four-story building of the Mc- 
Cormick Drug Company, at East Falls 
avenue and Pratt street, was ruined. The 
Hoffman house and Manor hotel, nearby, 
the T. J. Myers’ lare five-story packing 
plant, and the E. W. Boyer packing plant 
were destroyed. 

The Commercial building, 
bullding at the corner of Lombard and 
Gay streets, stretching over half a block, 
is destroyed, but the vaults are safe. 

The burned district is within the terri- 
tory bounded on the west by Liberty 
etreet, on the north by Lexington street, 
on the east by Jones Falls and on the 
south by the basin. Within this district 
were the big structures on Fayette, Gay, 
Lombard, Charles, Balderson, Ellicot, Ho!- 
lingsworth and Cheap Side streets. Pass- 
ing southeast along the basin the follow- 
ing large docks were destroyed. 

McClure’s, Patterson's, Smith's, Fred- 
erick’s, Long and Union. Small thor-

This district thus swept by the fire 
comprises seventy-five blocks and neariy 
2,500 buildings. 

STRICT MILITARY CONTROL 
ALL OVER BALTIMORE 

Tonight the city is under the strictest 
of military control. All around the burn- 
ed area was stretched a cordon of sol- 
diers, who held up all comers at the 
point of the bayonet.

and city authorities, who, as soon as 
they realized that they had a calamity 
to deal with, took a tight grip on the 
situation and never for an instant let go. 

During thé confusion of Sunday night 
detachments of regulars from nearby 
forts were sent to the fire district and 
succeeded in maintaining order and re- 
Straining the great crowds from. en- 


croaching upon the firemen. 

The Fourth and Fifth regiments of 
Baltimore, ordered out by Governor 
Warfield, came on duty before daybreak 
under the command of Brigadier Gen- 
eral Riggs. The men, who numbered 
1,200, were distributed about the fire 
district, and no one, no matter who he 
was, could get beyond the line estab- 
lished, unless he held a military pass. 
They were issued personally by the 
brigadier general at his headquarters in 
the court house. 

LOOTING IS PREVENTED 
BY THE LINE OF SOLDIERS 

In order to he on the safe side, Gov- 
ernor Warfield, after a conference with 
other officials, decided early in the day 
to order out another regiment, and ac- 
cordingly orders were sent to the First 
regiment, which arrived during the night, 
and the soldiers were distributed around 
the great area of desolation. The Mary- 
land naval reserve also was called out. 
There was some fear that with night- 


fal} looting would start. The line of 
troops around the ruins was so tightly 


drawn, however, that it will be impos- 
sible for the people to enter the fire zone 
without detection. As the financial dis- 
trict is included in the burned territory 
there is untold wealth hidden in the blis- 
tered and warped vaults of banks and 
safe deposit companies. 

Governor Warfield early in the day was 
reminded of this and any unauthorized 
person found inside the lines will be se- 
verely dealt with, and the officer in 
charge of that particular’ section will be 
called strictly to account. The auxiliary 
policemen sent here from Washington, 
Wilmington and Philadelphia, number- 
ing about 400, have been relieved. These 
men were nearly exhausted, having been 
on duty yesterday, all nfght and most 
of today. Their officers were warmly 
thanked by the mayor, who expressed 
his wish that they convey to the men 
his personal thanks. 

While Governor Warfield and General 
Riggs tuvok direct charge of the fire dis- 
trict, Mayor McLane saw to it that the 
citizens generally did not get a chance to 
annoy the soldiers or police. His first 
act was to close all saloons, and there 
was Hhittle drunkenness seem, excep) 
among some of the yisitors from other 
points, who brought their refreshments 
with them. 

FIRE WAS REMARKABLE. 
FOR LACK OF CASUALTIES 

The fire was remarxable in many ways, 
but more so in the lack of casualties. It 
can safely be said that no great fire in, 
this country can show a cmaller dead or 
injured ‘list. Up to tonight only one per- 
son was reported killed, the number 
treated in the hospitals will not be more 
than fifty. The dead man was a fireman 
from York, Pa., who was crushed by a 
falling wall. In the city hosp..a] thirty- 
five persons were treated during the 
progress of the fire, and only one was 
compelled to remaim in the institution, 
and he wag suffering from exposure. 
The Maryland general hospital treated 
about a dozen firemen and po.icemen. 

In the early hours this morning the 
army of fire: fighters struggled against 
and when dawn 
fiercely 


overwhelming odds, 
broke the flames were 
along the wharves and focussed .about 
the great power house of the United 
Railways Company, which furnished the 
power for al] the street railways of the 
city. Then the flames ate their way 
with undiminished force southward, but 
were finally checked near the water's 
edge, at Westfalls avenue, in the south- 
east section of the city. 

The burned area is a scene of com- 
plete devastation. Numberless buildings 
that were the pride of Baltimore, costly 
and stately, and occupied for divers pur- 
poses, were gutted, and only smouldering 
debris or walls or remnants of walls ree 
main to mark the sites. 

The Baltimore American building, one 
of the finest, is now but smouldering 
debris. Across South street, where stood 
The Baltimore Sun building, only the 
pillars that marked the frofit remain.

stop the onward sweep of the flames 
were apparently equally futile. 

Later I went inside the fire lines in 
that portion of the city first destroyed, 
but the keen-eyed police who stood 
guard over every avenue would not let 
me go far, for which I was not particu- 
larly sorry. The heat even here was still 
intense. Looxing to the south from the 
city hall steps as far as the eye could 
reach the street was lined with fire. On 
either side buildings were burning. In 
the street the air was alive with flying 
embers. Ag sand falling through a sieve, 
they poured upon the deserted pave- 
ments, for where the fire raged fiercest 
no living. soul dared approach. 
BALTIMORE IS GLAD 

SOLDIERS ARE COMING 

The approaches were carefully guarded 
by militia, nobody being permitted with- 
in the fire districts unless equipped with 
a permit. The neWs that Secretary Taft 
had ordered a thousand regulars, under 
command of Major General Corbin, to as- 
@6ume this patrol duty was received with 
great joy by the people of Baltimore 
and especially so by the wornout Ppolice- 
men and militia, I understand that the 
battalion of the Sixteenth infantry, sta- 
tloned at Fort Slocum, and a battalion 
of the Ninth or Georgia regiment from 
Madison barracks, are in te detail. 

The detail of these troops was, T am 
told, at the instance of Senator Gorman 
and Governor Warfield, who gave as- 
eurancées that the legislature would at 
once make the necessary request for fed- 
eral ald. I understand this has been done 
tonight by the legislature, sitting at An- 


Mapolis, and that the action of the gov- 


ernor in proclaiming today a legal holi- 
day has been extended so far as to make 
it cover a ten-days’ period in order that 
business may have an opportunity to ad- 
just itself.

MARCH OF THE FLAMES 
APPALLED SPECTATORS 
Columns could be filled with details of 
the incidents of this memorable day and 
yesterday, but no description of the fire 
itself or its destructive march could be- 
gin to do jostice to the reality. Roughly 
speaking, the fire in its course described 
a half circle gn its northern and western 


4} edges, curving from Lombard and Liberty 


streets to Fayette and St. Paul streets, 
and then sweeping around toward Mar- 
ket space and Lombard streets. From 
there on its route was more in a straight 
line, leading off from this circle. The 
whole effect of this course of the fire 
was to constitute an immense question 
mark. 

The speed with which it swept down 
Baltimore street is described by Acting 
Chief McAfee as truly appalling. Build- 
ings that stood one minute apparently un- 
touched were masses of flames the next. 
In the whole history of the world there 
is probably no record of brick, iron and 
Store structures burning so rapidly and 
so completely as did the buildings in 
the path of Baltimore's greatest fire. 

In their fury the flames jumped half a 
dozen buildings to lick up some especially 
strong one, Time and again the firemen 
attempted to make a stand against the 
flames, but they were nat only badly 
handicapped by the network of over- 
head wires, but the fire pressed upon them 
by leaps and bounds. The massof flame 
took building after building and each 
seemed to cuvllapse immediately as some- 
thing touched by the hand of death. When 
it was found that the streams of water did 
no good dynamiting was resorted to, but 
even this seemed to make no impression, 
CROWDS OF VISITORS 

TO THE STRICKEN CITY 

Every train has brought crowds to the 
city today and its capacity is now so 
taxed that serious efforts are being mado 
to prevent the sale of more tickets to 
Baltimore. Although the. streets are 
crowded tonight with residents and 
strangers, there is practically no drunk- 
enness and very little disorder. The 
troops are needed, however, to guard the 
business section that has escaped, as it 
is believed crooks are pouring in here 
from all parts of the country. As night 
came on an even better realization of 
the extent of the damaged district could 
be obtained than during the day, as the 
flames bufning in hundreds of places 
serve to light up the whole district, and, 
indeed, the city and suburbs for miles 
around. There is little sleep tonight. 
While the extent of the blow they have 
recelved is not fully realized, the peopie 
of Baltimor realized the possibility of a 
spread into residence sections and there 
are few families in which preparations 
for hurried escape from 'their homes were 
not made.

IN FIRE LOSSES 


Companies Here Receiving 
Many Enquiries, But 
Nothing Known. 


Local interes= In the amount of the 
losses sustained by the fire insurance 
companies that carried risks on the Bal- 
timore property destroyed increases 
momentarily. Inquiries are pouring in 
on the managers of the companies in 
Atlanta that have offices in the burned 
city, but so far nothing has been learned 
here that indicates definitely the extent 
of the loss. Current rumor has it that 
more than one insurance company is 
hard hit by the great disaster. Millions 
upon millions of dollars will be taken 
from the companies that did business in 
Baltimore in settlement of the losses in- 
curred by the conflagration. 

Some of the companies are partially 
protected against loss by reinsurance, 
but the larger part of them carried their 
risks alone and will sustain a severo 
blow. 

Managers of the companies in Atlanta 
‘that have Baltimore offices were asked 
about. the matter yesterday, but they 
had received no definite news concerning 
the situation. No adjustments have yet 
been attempted, and they could not 
state the damage sustained by thelr 
companies. As soon as possible the ad- 
justers will gather in the fated city and 
make arrangements to settle the obliga- 
tions of the fire companies with the 
owners of the houses and stocks destroy- 
ed. The bulk of the loss will be sus- 
tained by those Insurance companies 
which make a specialty of protecting 
stocks of goods. It was in the district. 
occupied by the wholesale and retail dry 
goods companies, the trust companies, 
the banks and the downtown establish- 
ments generally that the fire raged 
especially. In no other part of Balti- 
more could the loss have been so great 
in a similar space. Such houses as these 
carried larger amounts of insurance 
than any others. 

In all probability, there wil be a mutual 
agreement betwen the policyholders and 
the companies, by which each will sus- 
tain part of the loss and the policies be 
paid at something like 66 cents on the 
dollar. This is by no means Official, and 
the companies may pay every cent they 
lost. No official statement has yet come 
from them, but the general opinion here 
is that they are seriously hurt, and that 
all of them cannot pull through.

|The Baltimore Fire and Its Lesson. 


Not since the great Chicago and 
Boston fires in the fall of 1872 has a 
city of the United States been visited 
by a calamity anywhere ,near ap- 
proach in magnitude of loss the de- 
structiveness of the’ big holocaust in 
Baltimore, Sunday. From all accounts 


| the loss will run close up to $200,000,- 


000, probably exceeding that suffered 
by Chicago when fully one-fourth of 
her corporate area was left a mass of 
blackened ruing. 

Baltimore is indeed sore stricken, 
and the people of Atlanta, in com- 
mon with the people of every Ameri- 
can community, sincerely lament the 
fiery fate that has left her busy streets 
desolate and turned her beautiful 
parks into gardens. of lamentation. It 
is at a time like this that the broth- 
erhood of man truly asserts itself. In 
the presence of such a tremendous vis- 
itation all hearts are stung to pity and 
on every lip tremble words to feebiy 
voice the universal sympathy. 

The awful conflagration that devas- 
tated Baltimore has served to teach 
pigmy man that, in the dire extremity 
of an uncontrollable fire, his courage 
and his mechanical skill are alike un- 
availing.: Great granite and marble 
skyscrapers went down before the 
fierce onrush of flames like houses of 
cards, and huge steel girders and pil- 
lars tumbled into the fiery caldron like 
so much twisted wire. One, after read- 
ing the thrilling description of the 
holocaust of these gigantic piles of 
stone and steel, asks himself, ‘Is a 
fireproof building a myth?” Surely 
no human constructive power, much 
less human ability to fight fire, could 
make good its pretentions in the fur- 
nace breath of a carnival of flames 
such as swept over Baltimore Sunday.

Eastern and Southern Mills. 

A writer in Gunton’s Magazine, dis- 
cussing the supposed competition in 
cotton manufacturing between the 
south and the east, says that the east 
continues to hold the advantage of a 
larger experience in business, a larger 
supply of skilled labor, better machin- 
ery, closer proximity to machinery 
supplies and the incontestable advan- 
tage of a superior product. 

Now, such competition as exists be- 
tween the southern mills and those 
of New England is the natural and 
inevitable result of the situation. Whea 
a new cotton mill is established in the 
south, the managers do not say to 
themselves that they propose to com- 
pel a New England mill to retire from 
business. On the contrary, the mill 
is buitt, furnished and managed with 
an eye single to making profitable re- 
turns to those who have invested their 
money. We are not so sure that the

But the New York doctor—Morton— 
is practical as well as poetical, and he 
bas already made it clear, at least to 
his own mind, that radium, properly 
employed, is a remedy for cancer. He 


"has applied it to the relief of internal 


cancer in connection with medicines 
that he describes as fluorescent. For 
instance, when a solution of quinine 
is taken internally, and the radium 
applied outwardly, the fluorescence 
that ensues in the neighborhood of the 
cancer, has the same effect as the vio 
let ray, which, in the Finsen lamp, and 
under other forms, hag been known to 
cure cancer, lupus, and other diseases 
that have hitherto defied medicine. 

It is all very interesting, and gives 
great room for the play of the imagi- 
nation. Meantime, the great public, 
both sick and well, is putting in its 
time eating chips and sawdust in the 
shape of predigested breakfast food. 
This change of diet may prove to be 
beneficial, or it may be that those who 
have not fallen into the habit of eat- 
ing prepared food will have good rea- 
son to congratulate themselves later.

strate the utter futility of man’s handi- 
work in modern architectural con- 
struction, once put to the supreme 
test. The fireproof building is yet to 
come, 

But the calamity which fell upon 
Maryland’s metropolis has taught one 
lesson no less important than the as- 
bestos curtain lesson of the ill-fated 
Iroquois theater. That lesson can be 
guessed in the reading of the follow- 
ing paragraph from the Associated 
Press report of the fire: 

The start of the fire was in the base- 
ment of Hurst & Co.’s wholesale dry 
goods house. After burning for ten min- 
utes or so there was a loud explosion 
from the interior of the building as the 
gasoline tank used for the engine in the 
building let go. Instantly the immense 
structure collapsed, sending destruction 
to adjacent buildings in all directions 
and causing the fire to be beyond con- 
trol of the firemen. 

Does anybody believe the heart of 
Baltimore would be in ashes today if 
that gasoline tank had not exploded, 
any more than they believe the Iro- 
quois theater would have been turned 
into a charnel house if its asbestos 
curtain had been genuine and in work- 
ing order? The coroner’s jury in Chi- 
cago placed the blame in that terri- 
ble instance where it belonged, hold- 


business it was to see that every city 
ordinance designed for the protection 
of life and limb was enforced. Is it 
not equally the business of every mu- 
nicipal government to see that no ex- 
plosive material is allowed for the 
generation of motive power, or for 
any other use, in any building, unless 
it is proven beyond doubt that the ex- 
plosive material is in a fireproof re- 
ceptacle? 

Do municipal governments properly 
look after such things, and do the fire 
insurance companies press their de- 
mands for precautionary measures to 
the limit that they should be pressed? 

The Chicago horror resulted in a 
great shaking up of the municipal dry 
bones the nation over, and nearly 
every town boasting a play house of- 
ficially investigated its capacity to 
withstand a fire panic. The result has 
undoubtedly been salutary. It is now 
in order for another and even a great- 
er shaking up of municipal dry bones 
the world over to determine whether 
existing ordinances against the stor- 
ing of high explosives in buildings are 
being strictly enforced, and whether 
the dangerous condition is adequately 
covered by municipal law or other 
legal regulation. We suspect it will 
be found that the majority of our 
larger structures are veritable powder 
magazines, in one way or another, in 
a condition that wants only a fire 
under good headway to cause the 
wrecking explosion. If it is not prac- 
ticable to store gasoline or to confine 
gas in manner that safeguards a build- 


|ing from an explosion, then gasoline, 


gas or any other explosive ought 
not to be allowed inside the municipal 
limits. 

This is the question which will in- 
evitably be raised by the great Balti- 
more fire, and it is the question which 
the public will insist on having met. 
Fireproof construction may be impos- 
sible, but the keeping of high explo- 
Sives out of a building is not impossi- 
ble, and we are very much mistaken 
in the American people if they longer 
permit their lawmakers to be lax in 
doing away with every possibility of 
danger from such a source. 

Baltimore will be rebuilt—a greater 
Baltimore will no doubt restore itself, 
phoenix-like, from the ashes—but the 
lesson and grief of Sunday’s terrible 


conflagration will not soon be blotted 


from the memory. 

Truly the responsibilities of munic- 
ipal government are great when we 
consider what criminal negligence of 
the kind indicated may bring upon a 
city. 

Paul Romare’s Death. 
It is with deepest regret that The

And when a 
staff correspondent of The Constitu- 
tion was sent to New HWngland to in- 
vestigate the big strike among the 
mill operatives amd to describe their 
conditions, he reported that many of 
the New England mills were equipped 
with antiquated machinery, and em- 
ployed the methods that were popu- 
lar before the civil war. 

Indeed, the letters of our corre- 
spondent were a_ revelation along 
many lines, and the facts that he re- 
ported eased the minds of many 
amongst us as to the nature and ex- 
tent of the eastern enterprise and en- 
ergy. Many of the mill owners do 
not agree with the writer in Gun- 
ton’s, as they have shown by their 
operations in the south. So far from 
agreeing that there is no natural. com- 
petition, they have admitted it by de- 
voting a considerable part of their 
capital to the erection of new mills 
in the south. 

But it is useless to talk of compe- 
tition as long as the mills of Great 
Britain and Europe can buy cotton in 
the south and manufacture it at a 
profit. It will be time enough to wor- 
ry about the future of eastern mills 
when American enterprise has wrest- 
ed all the markets from foreign man- 
ufacturers. The thing to do is to put 
our own affairs in order so that we 
can supply the world’s demand for 
cotton goods by making products 
more cheaply and of a better quality. 


Radium and Its Properties. 

The doctors of medicine are very 
busy men in their anticipation during 
these latter days.

It is 
almost an every day event for sur- 
geons to extract a man’s gizzard, ex- 
amine it with a microscope, and place 
it back where it belongs with perfect 
safety to the patient. 

The advance in surgery is along 
several lines, and some of its triumphs 
are little less than marvelous, where- 
as, the physician who has not been 
trained to use the knife, is still pre- 
scribing the medicine and doses dear 
to our ancestors. 
ever, are turning their attention to 
electricity as a remedial agent, and 
they are having considerable success. 
They have the X-ray, the violet ray, 
and the ultra violet ray, and, as the 
foundation of these what is called 
static electricity. 

Then there is the recent discovery 
of radium, which bids fair, according 
to all accounts, to revolutionize things. 
It is too costly at present for general 
use, but ite discovery has put to sleep 
one of the dearest theories of science, 
to-wit: the conservation of energy. 
For one of the pecullar properties of 
radium is the fact that it is constantly 
giving out an immense amount of en- 
ergy with no loss to its own bulk— 
so to speak—or activity. Science has 
claimed all along that there is no way 
to produce energy without loss. There 
is coal, for instance, which puts forth 
energy in the process of consumption. 
When coal gives out, one source of en- 
ergy is destroyed; and even the en- 
ergy that coal is able to produce is the

“Not Dead, But Sleeping.” 
(From The Nashville News.) 

For the benefit of those for whom the 
present situation of the democratic 
party in regard to silver needs illuminat- 
ing, The Atlanta Constitution makes @ 
presentation of the question, which for 
beauty, clearness and thoroughness can 
hardly be improved upon. The exact 
reasons why ‘the propositnon for the free 
coinage of silver, so favorably regarded 
a few years ago by the majority of the 
American people, is no longer a popular 
issue, and is not stressed by the demo- 
cratic party, are set forth by The Consti- 
tution, and made plain to all but the 
willfully blind. 

The Constitution goes back to the con- 
ditions which prevailed during the silver 
campaign,. when the decrease in the 
money supply and its inevitable result of 
low prices and hard times demanded an 
increase of the money of the common 
people, and it notes the fact that that 
period coincided with the low water 
mark of gold production. “Now,” says 
The Constitution, “if all the conditions 
were the same, there would be still an 
inconsistent demand for  bimetallism, 
and the democrats, standing for the in- 
dustrial and productive interests of this 
vountry, would be behind that demand.”’ 
The new conditions now confronting us, 
which include the wonderful increase in 
the gold output and the resultant pros- 
perity of the country, The Constitution 
shows to be as unexpected by the gold 
men as the silver inen, as the organs of 
the former all predicted prosperity to 
come from the low prices, 

“Therefore,”” says The Constitution, 
“the real reason why bimetallism is no 
longer a party issue resides in the fact 
that the very conditions the democrats 
desired to bring about have resulted from 
the world’s increased output of gold.” 
But it adds, ‘“‘How long these conditions 
will last depends altogther on circum- 
stances that are accidental in their na- 
ture, for there is no telling when tne 
world will come to the end of its row, 
so far as the production of gold is con- 
cerned, nor whan the gold sugely will 
be suddenly cut short.” The Constitu- 
tion concludes: “So, if the silver ques- 
tion is dead, it is because the truth of its 
contention is verified, and because the 
argument of its adversaries has been 
disproved.”

Bogota, January 8.—(Special Staff Cor- 
reapondence.)—Of all the presidents who 
have been at the head of affairs in Co- 
lombia, probably none have served 
through stormier times than the present 
head of the government—Jose Manuel 
Marroquin. From the beginning of his 
term until six months ago the republic 
has endured an internal revolution that 
for duration and sacrifice of human life 
has not been paralleled in its history. 
The insurgents and the government 
forces fought to the bitter end, and, al- 
though the final triumph belonged to the 
latter, and the authority of Marroquin 
‘Was sustained and vindicated, it was 
| with an amount of loss and an enfeeble- 
ment of power that it may take a de- 
cade to make good. And now on the 
heels of this revolution, with shattered 
finances and a commerce that has not 
- yet recovered from the prostration caused 
by years of uncertainty and continuous 
warfare, the republic faces the secession 
of one of its most noted departments, and 
again, within a few months of his retire- 
ment from office, a war that appears to 
be inevitable and is clamorously demand- 
ed, certainly, by his fellow-citizens, con- 
fronts Marroquin. 

_ Knowing the bloody disasters through 
which he had enccessfully steered his ad- 
ministration and the very palpable dan- 
gers by which he is now surrounded, the 
personality of the Colombian president, 
as revealed in various interviews accord- 
ed me is a decided surprise. Beneath this 
retiring, scholarly exterior one would 
ecarcely expect to find the man who is 
continually the center of war, the direc- 
tor of a government whose strongly cen- 
tralized form requires of its official head 
a firmness of grasp and an unwavery de- 
termination of action that will make it- 
self felt throughout the republic. And 
Marroquin is a scholar, one of the best 
fn his country. JBarring the sight and 
gound of soldiery thronging the court- 
yard and corridors, a visit to the venera- 
ble “Palace of San Carlos,”and a talk 
with its courteous, muiuud-mannered host 
geems more like an hour spent with some 
retired sage than with the man who bat- 
tles daily with seen and unseen dangers, 
and whose problems are problems of 
warfare and practical government. But 
the statesman is there, nevertheless, un- 
der the guise of the author of “El 
Morro,” and if it is a scholar who rules 
the republic in these turbulent times— 
still, he rules! 
LIFE OF THE REPUBLIC 

WRAPT IN THE ISSUE 

“There is no new developments in the 
Panama secession movement,’ was the 
president’s greeting to me. 

“Colombia has one hope that is above 
All other hopes. That hope is placed in 
the democratic party In your country, 
the party of the opposition to the present 
government. You may say that we are 
awaiting the decision of the United 
States senate in our affairs today as nev- 
er before. That decision means everything 
to us. The history of the last seventy-five 
years has shown the great republic of the 
north a close, true friend to the repub- 
lic of Colombia. But for the first time 
in the annals of America this continuity 
of our amicable relations has been brok- 
en and the world may see today the 
government of the United States, the 
great and powerful sovereign of Ameri- 
can republics, secretly but undeniably in- 
tervening in a Movement that may ultl- 
matély mean the disruption and ruin of a 
sister republic. 

“What does this epoch-making action 
on the part of the United States mean? 
It means the fomentation of discord be- 
tween the republic of the north and the 


Latin republics of this hemisphere, where 


formerly only the friendliest of relations 
existed. It means mutual distrust, where 
only confidence and national reciprocity 
reigned. If the United States succeeds in 
making permanent the Secession of an 
integral portion of the Colmobian repub- 
lic, the department of Panama, the po- 
litical aspirations of this continent will 
be subserved, annihilated. The thought 
of the possible intervention of a foreign 
power in the internal affairs of our re- 
publics will act as a damper to all politi- 
cal initiative and reform. From this cau- 
tionary feeling, also, will come a strong 
repugnance to the admission of American 
capifal in our midst for the development 
of our national resources. There is noth- 
ing more natural to our situation in South 
America than this development, commer- 
cially speaking. But commercial devel- 
opment must never mean spoliation on 
the part of another country—and the 
seizure of Panama by the United States, 
for it is nothing short of seizure for pe- 
cuniary advancement, means nothing else 
but spoliation. 


MARROQUIN BELIEVES 
IN NATIONAL CONSCIENCE 

‘T reiterate: We appeal to the rectitude 
of the people of the United States in this 
matter. As a nation, we await the action 
of the United States senate to rectify the 
international wrong that has been done. 
History, in the long run, has shown 
your country always the friend of the 
republics of South America. A cloud has 
rolled over this glorious retrospect, mo- 
mentarily, But we believe that in the end 
your national conscience will prevail and 
that the result of your present congres- 
sional: session will be to replace Colombia 
in her former position among the Amer- 
ican republics, free, independent, her ter- 
ritorial integrity unbroken. 

“Trusting in this belief, we are mak- 
ing no war, either on the isthmus Or on 
the United States. But if political events 
prove that we are wrong in this belief, be 
assured that this nation will sacrifice ev- 
erything of life and property to regain 
what has been robbed from her by one 
of the most shameful coup-de-etatg in 
history.”’ 

(Pregnant though his words may be for 
the future of his country, President Mar- 
roquin spoke to me with the calm convic- 
tion of the philosopher-statesman who 
remains unmoved amidst the storms of 
party faction surging around him. 

Politically speaking, he stands alone in 
the marvelous Httle mountain capital of 
his ecountry—like the lofty walnut tree 
that rises majestically from the court- 
yard of his own palace of San Carlos, top- 
ping all the buildings that surround it. 
And if the crisis comes, expected by ev- 
ery Colombian, the possible fall of this 
statesman will not pass unmarked in the 
history of Colombia, 

As I turned to leave him, he handed me 
in his own writing an “appeal to the 
people of the United States.’ He said that 
he thought over this fully and seriously, 
and now requested me to transmit it to 
my countrymen, hoping that they would 
turn the ear of conscience toward its 
honorable claims and truthful, heartfelt 
declarations.

But this same work, accomplished through the 
violation of the rights and laws of a weak country, usurping a 
sacred trust and forgetful of the elementary principles of interna- 
tional law, instead of being a glorious achievement—the seal of 
true greatness—would merely be an imperishable blot on the es- 
cutcheon of that government adopting so unjustifiable a_ pro- 
ceeding. 

Surely, the people inheriting the virtues of Washington, having 
honesty and international rectitude for their inspiration and line of 
conduct, and who have become the guardians of the liberties of the 
American continent, will not permit their noble traditions to be 
broken nor their glorious history smirched by the shameless viola- 
tion of the rights of a weak but friendly nation. Confident that 
Colombia will offer no obstacle to the realization of this grand en- 
t-rprise—this opening of the canal—it is certain that the latter 
might be completed without neglecting the interests of this republic 
and without placing the. Panama canal in history as an imperishable 
remembrance of usurpation and outrage. 

For this reason I appeal once more to the great people of the 
United States, secure in the assurance that this just complaint that 
the Colombian nation makes through me will be heard and an-

SPORTING GOSSIP. 

There seems to be a possibility that in 
the remote future the half-mile track at 
Piedmont park will be changed to a mile 
track, At present, however, those in au- 
thority state that no action has been 
taken looking towards such a change 
and is not likely to be taken for some 
time in the future. 

Some time ago Bennie Falk “announced 
wiile in Memphis that the directors of 
the fair association had agreed to change 
the track and that in consequence of this 
change an increased quota of races would 
fall to Atlanta’s share. This was a pre- 
mature statement, according to several 
prominent directors who were in a posi- 
tion to know the real facts of the case. 

It is probable, however, that Atlanta 
will soon assume more prominence from 
the point of view of a horseman. Om Sun- 
day Sim Deimel and Phil Dwyer, two of 
the largest horse owners in America, 
came to Atlanta and in company with 
Secretary Weldon looked over the Pied- 
mont track. Their object is to locate their 
winter training quarters in this city. 

After looking over the grounds they 
expressed themselves as very much satis- 
‘fied with Atlanta as a training place for 
their horses and it is very probable that 
several big stables will ‘winter in this 
city in the fall. 

The association is also considering the 
advisability of increasing the purses at 
the fall meet. If this is done a much bet- 
ter class of horses can be obtained and 
better races given, The races would be 
given about two weeks before the open- 
ing at New Orleans, and the biggest 
stables in the country would bring their 
horses here before going to New Or- 
leans. 


The report, printed in The Constitution 
some time ago, to the effect that negotla- 
tions were being carried on between the 
managers of the Atlanta and Nashville 
teams, as a result of which Andy Roth 
might become a cracker, has of late gain- 
ed strength to such a degree that it now 
seems that Roth may indeed be a mem- 
ber of the Atlanta team. Of course Man- 
ager Powell is privileged to spend his 
money as he pleases, but this latest ad- 
dition to the local bunch of ball players 
will hardly add strength to the team and 
is not conducive to a pennant winning 
team,

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SAYS POLICE 
ARE NOT FAIR 


Officer Declares Soldiers 
Are Badly Discriminated 
Against. 


The declaration was made in police 
court yesterday afternoon by an Officer 
of the Sixteenth United States infantry, 
stationed at Fort McPherson, that the 


impression prevails at the post that the 
police of Atlanta are discriminating 
against the sOldiers; that frequently cases 
are made against soldiers when there is 


really no need for it. 

This statement was made during the 
trial of J. E. Duskey and Claude Lock- 
hart, two privates of company 1, of the 
Sixteenth, who had been arrested Satur- 
day night on the charge of being drunk. 
The first lMeutenant, commanding the 
company, appeared in court to defend the 
men and several other soldiers appeared 
ag Witnesses, these witnesses testifying 
that the two soldiers were not drunk, 

After hearing the evidence, Judge Nash 
Broyles stated that he would give the 
men the benefit of the doubt and dis- 
missed both cases. The army officer 
stated that he intended to take the mat- 
ter further and sati @hat he would have 
a conference with Chief of Police John 
W. Ball regarding’ it. No steps were 
taken in this direction yesterday after- 
noon, however. 

.Duskey stated that he was walking 
along Decatur street Saturday night so- 
ber and in an orderly manner and that 
when he passed a polics signal box, where 
two officers had a negro prisoner, one 
of the officers took hold of him and re- 
marked, “We want you, too.’’ He said 
he was then sent to the pollce station 
and charged with being drunk. The evi- 
dence showed that he was limping as 4 
result of having been cut on the leg 
some time ago. Lockhart stated that he 
was standing at a signal box, watching 
the same officers put a prisoner in the 
wagon and that when he failed to move 
on, when ordered to do so, he Was also 
put in the wagon and charged with be- 
ing drunk. 

Charges Unnecessary Arrests. 

The police officers declared that both 
Duskey and Lockhart were drunk. It 
was stated that Lockhart had ieft the 
box when first ordered to do so, but that 
he later came back, and failed to move 
on when so requested. 

When the evidence had been presented, 
the army officer said: 

“The impression prevails at the post 
among the officers and also among the 
men that.the police are discriminating 
against the soldiers. After I had inves- 
tigated these cases, I felt sure that 
neither of the two men were drunk, and 
that is why I came here in their pehalf. 
The officers at the post do not desire 
to shield a soldier when he does wrong, 
put, on the other hand, it is our duty to 
see that he is punished. Whenever I in- 
vestigate a case and find that the soldier 
has done wrong, I leave him to fight it 
vut himself, but when I believe him to 
be In the right then I take his part and 
try to help him out. It is not all of 
the police who discriminate against sol- 
diers, for many of them are our friends, 
but in some instances we feel that the 
soldiers are imposed on. And I do not 
think these two men have been treated 
fair:y in this Instance.” 

‘Chief Ball was later questioned in re- 
gard to the statement of the army offi- 
cer and said: 

“If any member of the polce force Is 
discriminating against the soldiers I am 
unaware of it.. No such report has been 
made to me. And J] will state that such 
discrimination wll not be tolerated for 
an instant. Soldiers are expected to re- 
ceive the same treatment at the hands 
of the law as civilians, and they are also 
ex ed to hold the same degree of re- 
| apest fer the law.”

That Japan has fully determined on war 
is evident from a cablegram received at 
the navy department today from Lieu- 
tenant Marsh, saying that a Japanese 
naval division had left for Chemulpo, the 
port of the Korean capital. The seizure 
of Seoul, the general naval board be- 
lieves, will be Japan's first act of war. 

Count Cassini, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, called by appointment on Secretary 
Hay at 3 o’clock and the two were in 
conference for nearly an hour. The 
ambassador was again assured that this 
government could be depended on to main- 
tain the strictest and most complete 
neutrality in the coming war. Count Cas- 
sini gave Mr. Hay a brief summary of 
the negotiations. He informed the sec- 
retary that Russia was convinced that 
Japan had all along been anxious for 
war and that her breaking off of diplo- 
matic relations at the moment when Rus- 
sia was putting forth her utmost effort 
to make concessions that would preserve 
peace was an evidence of bad faith. 

In Russian circles it is not expected 

that Japan will formally declare war, 
but that she will attempt to catch Rus- 
sia unawares. It is declared that Rus- 
sian army and fleet will be found ready 
and waiting, that Russia will not assume 
the offensive until she has been attackcd 
but that after that there will be no de- 
lay. 
At the Japanese legation it was seid 
tonight that there was no further news 
on the situation to be given out. At the 
Russian embassy no cables came from 
any source.

CUT BY THE JAPANESE. 

Paris, February 8.—The French foreign 
office was advised this afternoon that the 
Japanese have cut the cable connecting 
Japan and Korea. The object of this 
action is believed to be to prevent news 
of the operations of the Japanese from 
reaching the Russians, which was possi- 
ble no matter how closely censored the 
dispatches might be. Following the 
breaking off of relations between Russia 
and Japan the cutting of the cable is 
regarded here as significant of the pur- 
pose of the Japanese to begin hostilities. 

It is learned that among the troups 
gent by Russia to the vicinity of the 
Yalu river, are 15,000 Cossacks, whose 
province it is to destroy the communica- 
tiong of any Japanese army landing 
elong the coast or trying to strike the 
Port Arthur railroad.

Believed That Chinese Court 
Will Leave Pekin, 


Empress Dowager Will Take Refuge 
‘in Southern China Because of 
Russo-Japanese War — Her 
Plight May Caus* Chi- 
nese Outbreak. 


Washington, February 8.—The Chinese 
minister and the Japanese minister both 
called at the state department today, 
declaring that they were in search of 
information from the seat of the trouble 
in the east and that they had no news 
themselves. 

The outbreak of war between Russia 
and Japan will, it is believed here, be fol- 
lowed by the ‘precipitate flight of the 
empress dowager and the entire Chinese 
court from , Pekin to southern China, 
whare they took refuge in 1900. Infor- 
mation received by the state department 
several days ago indicated that this would 
ibe the case. A cablegram received at 
an embassy says that the flight of the 
Chinese is well nigh certain, and this 
may precipitate a dangerous condition 
of unrest throughout China. It will 
leave the government without a head in 
Pekin and will practically close every 
door of communication from the powers 
to the Pekin government. 

Severa] European powers are extremely 
anxious that this menace to foreigners 
in China may be averted and are in- 
clined ‘to bring pressure to bear through 
their representatives at Pekin to prevent 
it. At the state department today offi- 
cials declined to say how far the United 
States had gone or would go in this direc- 
Pn, but it is known to be the desire of 
this government that the empress dow- 
ager remain in Pekin. It is believed that 
Mr. Conger will use his é¢fforts in that 
direction. 

Empress Heady To Flee. 

London, February 9.—In a dispatch 
from Tien Tsin, a correspondent there of 
The Standard, says a Russian force is 
reported at Kalgan, in Pechili province, 
§:10t miles northwest of Pekin, and near 
the great wall, and that preparations 
are being made for the flight of the 
Chinese court and the removal of the 
smperial treasure, as it is feared that 
Russia will descend upon Pekin. 


SENATOR HANNA

If Czar Is Victorious He Will 
Be Curbed, 


Japan May Be Defeated, but in That 
Event United States and Great 
Britain Will Force Rus- 
sia To Loose Hold on 
Manchuria, 


London, February 8.—The St. James 
Gazette learns on diplomatic authority 
that, assuming Russia defeats Japan, 
she will be confronted with a demand for 
the acknowledgment of Chinese sover- 
eignty in Manchuria from Great Britain 
and the United States and that she must 
either grant it or fight both countries, 

An understanding, the paper adds, has 
been reached in this sense between the 
United States and Great Britan. 

No such arrangement as suggested by 
The St. James Gazette (that a demand 
will be made that Russia must either 
Brant Chinese sovereignty in Manchuria 
or fight Great Britain and the United 
States) is known by the foreign office 
here, nor had the foreign office late 
tonight received news of the embarka- 
tion of Japanese troops. 

The foreign office does not regard the 
Japanese note presented February 6 to 
the Russian foreign office by M. Kurino 
as establishing a state of war, though it 
holds it would justify a hostile act with- 
out any further notification on the part 
of Japan, which the foreign office here 
also understands will not be given. 

The course taken by the United States 
embassy at St. Petersburg in undertaking 
to look afiter the interests of Japanese 
subjects in Russia was adopted because 


_the British government regarded itself 


as being too intimately concerned in the 
dispute to accept such responsibility. 
STORY OF AGREEMENT 


DENIED IN WASHINGTON 
Washington, February 8.—State depart- 
ment officials deny that any agreement 
has been made to the effect that the 
United States and Great Britain would in- 
tervene after Russia has crushed Japan 
and insist that Manchuria remain part 
of China. 

Ever since the Turok-Russian war it 
has been customary for the great neu- 
tral powers to hold some sort of cenfer- 
ence at the conclusion of the war to se- 
cure the vanquished nation in the strug- 
gle against undue exactions and punish- 
ments. This was notably the case in the 
Turko-Russian war and attention is call- 
ed to the fact that although Japan was 
the victor in her last war with China, 
the neutral powers, especially Russia and 
England, brought pressure to bear upon 
Japan to prevent her from pressing her 
advantage beyond reasonable limits.

KING OF ITALY ORDERS 


WARSHIPS TO THE EAST 

Rome, February 8.—King Victor Em- 
manuel had a long interview with Proe- 
mier Giolitti and Marine Minister Mira- 
bello today as & result of the severance 
of the diplomatic relations between Rus- 
sia and Japan. The king hopes that war 
still may be averted. Minister Mirabello 
has cabled instruction to the commander 
of the Italian squadron in the Far Bast 
to send the Italian third class cruiser 
Piemonte from Shanghai to Japan to 
Keep the third class cruiser Elba in Ko- 
rean waters to protect Italian interests, 
and to have the armored cruiser Vettor 
Pisani communicate between-them. The 
third class cruiser Puglia, now at San 
Francisco, has been ordered to Japan. 
Although it is hardly considered that 
their sailing will be necessary, in view 
of the limited Italian interests there, two 
of the warships are ready to start for the 
Far East. 

An exchange of views on the subject ts 
taking place between the countries whose 
rulers, like the king of Italy, have re- 
ceived letters from the emperor of Korea, 
announcing his intention to abstain from 
any act which might ‘be interpreted as a 
breach of neutrality.

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RUSSIA IS WAITING 
FOR JAPAN TO STRIKE 


Mikado’s Occupation of Korea Will Likely Cause First 
Collision—-M. Kurino Makes Statement Explain- 
ing Why Japan Broke with Russia. 


St. Petersburg, February 8.—The Rus- 
sian foreign office is preparing a state- 
ment of the negotiations between Russia 
and Japan. The sftuation diplomatical- 
ly is delicate and anomalous. 

Just what Japanese avetion Russia 
would consider a cause for war, under 
the circumstances, is not clearly defined, 
but it is pointed out that when Japan 
abruptly severed diplomatic relations, no- 
tification was given concerning the Russo- 
Japanese treaties of 1896 and 1898, cov- 
ering Korea, Thege treaties provide for 
the independence of Korea, and in view 
of the commercial interests of Japan in 
the “Hermit’’ kingdom, Russia therein 
recognized Japan's right to send troops 
to Kiorea for the preservation of order, 
There is, however, an important reser- 
vation. In case Japan considers it neces- 
sary to avail herself of this clause Russia 
must receive an advance notification. The 
treaties are specific on this point. 

Russia Wants Aggressive Move. 

Technically the landing of a Japanese 
army in southern Korea without the no- 
tification which Japan could not give now 
that diplomatic relations have ceased, 
would be a breach of the spirit of the con- 
vention. 

The Russian authorities declare their 
position diplomatically is very strong. It 
is possible, however, that Russia, in- 
stead of insisting on the inviolability of 
these treaties at this juncture, will take 
her stand on the contentions set up in 
the negotiations and await a Japanese 
invasion of Korea, for the neutrality of 
which Russia insisted, as an overt Act, 
equivalent to war. The situation is such

Statement of M. Kurino. 


The following is the text of M. Kuri- 
no's statement of February 5 to the for- 
eign office here: 

“The independence and territorial in- 
tegrity of the Korean empire being ,re- 
garded by the Japanese government as 
absolutely essential to their own country’s 
security and repose, they cannot view 
iwth indifference any action tending to 
render the position of Korea insecure,

cific aim. In the pending negotiations the 
Japanese government has exercised a de- 
gree of forbearance which they believe af- 
fords abundant proof of their loyal desire 
to remove from the relations between Ja- 
pan and Russia every cause for future 
misunderstanding, but finding in their ef- 
forts no prospect of securing from the 
Russian government any adhesion either 
to Japan's moderate and unselfish pro- 
posals or to amy other proposals likely 
to establish a firm and lasting peace in 
the Far East, the Japanese government 
has now no other alternative than to 
terminate the present futile negotiations. 
In adopting this course the Japanese gov- 
ernment reserved to themselves the right 
to take such independent action as they 
may deem best to consolidate and defend 
Japan’s menaced position, as well ag to 
protect her established rights and legiti- 
mate interests. The Japanese government

HER POSITION 


‘Causes of Her Hostility to Rus- 


sia Are Made Clear, 


Japan Claims That Russia Has Re- 
peatedly Viloated Her Pledges 
Regarding Manchuria and 
Is Taking Aggressive . 
Measures in Korea. 


Tokio, February 8.—The following is 
the text of the statement issued by the 
Japanese government setting forth its 
position: 

Section I. It being indispensable to the 
welfare and safety of Japan to maintain 
the independence and territorial integrity 
of Korea and to safeguard her para- 
mount interests therein the government 
finds it impossible to view with indiffer- 
ence any action endangering the posi- 
tion of Korea, whereas Russia, notwith- 
standing her solemn treaty with China 
and her repeated assurances to the pow- 
ers, not only continues her occupation 
of Manchuria, but has taken aggressive 
measures in Korean territory. Should 
Manchuria be annexed to Russig the in- 
dependence of Korea would Naturally be 
impossible. The Japanese government, 
therefore, being desirous of se“uring per- 
manent peace for eastern Asia, by means 
of direct negotiations with Russia with 
the view of arriving at a friendly ad- 
justment of their mutual interests in 
both Manchuria and Korea where their 
interests meet, communicated toward the 
end of July last such desires to the Rus- 
sian gOvernment and Invited its adher- 
ence. To this the Russian government 
expressed a willing assent. Accordingly, 
On August 1/2 the Japanese government 
proposed to Russia through its represen- 
tative at St, Petersburg the basis of an 
agreement which was substantially as 
follows: 

“!, A mutual engagement to respect the 
independence end territoria} integrity of 
the Chinese and Korean empires. 

“2. A mutual engagement to maintain 
the principle of an equal opportunity for 
the commercial industry of all nations 
with the natives of those countries. 


Respective rights of Japan and Russia | 


to take measures necessary for the pro- 
tection of their above mentioned inter- 
est so far ag the article is infringed. 

4. The recognition by Russia of the ex- 
clusivé rights of Japan to give advice and 
assistance to Korea .in the interest of re- 
form and good government. 

“S. The engagement in the part of 
Russia to unimpede the eventual exten- 
sion of the Korean railway into southern 
Manchuria so as to connect with eastern 
China and the Shanghai Kwan-New 
Chwang lines.’’ 

“It was the intention of the Japanese 
government originally that a conference 
should take place between the represen- 
tatives at St. Petersburg and the Rus- 
sian authorities, so as to facilitate prog- 
ress as much as possible in reaching a 
solution of the situation, but the Russian 
government absolutely refused to do sc, 
on the plea that the czar planned a trip 
abroad and for other reasons it was un- 
avoidably decided to conduct the negotia- 
tions at Tokio. It was not until] the 
3d of October that the Russian govern- 
ment presented counter proposals and 
in them she declined to engage in respect 
to the sovereignty and territorial integ- 
rity of China and stipulated the mainte- 
nance of the principle and equa] oppor- 
tunities for the commercial industry of 
all nations in China and request that 
Japan declare Manchuria and its littoral 


| as being entirely Outside of her sphere 


and interest. She further put eeveral 
restrictions upon Japan’s freedom of ac- 
tion in Korea, for instance, while recog- 
nizing Japan’s right to dispatch troops 
when necessary for the protection of 
her interests in Korea, Russia refused to 
allow her to use any portion of Korean 
territory for stragetical purposes, In 
fact, Russia went so far as to propose 
to establish a neutral zone in Korean 
territory north of the 39th parallel. The 
Japanese government utterly failed to 
see why Russia, who professed no inten- 
tion of absorbing Manchuria, should be 
disinclined to insert in the convention a 
clause in complete harmony with her 
own repeatedly declared perspecting the 
territorial sovereignty and integrity of 
China. 

Furthermore, this refusal of the Rus- 
sian government impressed the Japanese 
government all the more with the ne- 
cessity of the insertion of a clause to 
the effect that Japan has important com- 
mercial interests in Manchuria and en- 
tertains no small hopes of their further 
developmefit, and that politically, Japan 
has even interests there by reason aé@ its 
relations to Korea, so that she could not 
possibly recognize Manchuria as being 
entirely outside her sphere of interests. 
the reasons led Japan to absolutely re- 
Russian proposal. The Japa- 
nese government explained the above 
views, and at the same time introduced 
other necessary amendments in the Rus- 
sian counter proposal. 

They further proposed with regard to 
a neutral zone, that if one was to be 
created, it should be established on bofh 
sides of the boundary line, between Man- 
churia and Korea with equal width, say 
fifty kilometres.

That these tow south Georgla lines will 
be merged at an early date there is no 
doubt in the minds of those in a posi- 
tion to know. It is thought that the road 
will be operated under the name of the 
Atlantic and Birmingham, and that the 
headquarters will be in this city. 

Means Much for Brunswick. 

The merger would bring together the 
Atlantic and Birmingham,,the Bruns- 
wick and Birmingham, the Tifton, Thome 
asville and Gulf, the Hawkinsville and 
Florida Southern and the Tifton and 
Northeastern, which traverse one of the 


richest sections of the state. 

The Hawkinsville and Florida and 
Southern, while operated independent- 
ly, is now owned by the Birmingham and 
Brunswick while the other roads men- 
tioned are the property of the Atlantie 
and Birmingham.

PPresident. 


Washington, February 8:—After listen- 
mg to speeches by Mr. Hopkins and Mr. 
Clay in support of the Panama aanal 
treaty the senate today took up and pass- 
@d the bill granting assistance to the pro- 
posed Lewis and Clark exposition at Port- 
Jand, Ore. The bill was amended so as 
bo close the exposition on Sundays. 

Mr. Clay announced his intention to 
vote for the canal treaty, but at the 
@ame time sharply criticising the conduct 
of the administration in dealing with the 
situation in Panama, He announced his 
tonviction that there had been a flagrant 
violation of international law, but said 
that in the face of the president's dis- 
claimer he could not bring himself to be- 
Weve that the United States had pro- 
moted the secession of Panama. He mn- 
fessed that on the showing made by the 
@iplomatic correspondence he would have 
been compelied to cast lfs vote against 
the treaty, but the @ resident's explana- 
tion, coupled with his great desire to have 
@ canal built, and the deep concern felt 
throughout the south for the consumma- 
tion of that enterprise, had overcome his 
objections. 

Senator Clay’s Speech. 

‘Mr, President: I shalI not contend 
that, under the general fules of interna- 
tiona] law regulating the conduct of na- 
tions in dealing with each other, we 
can justify our treatment of Colombia. 
Applying the genera] rules of interna- 
tional law to our conduct in recognizing 
the independence of Panama, we acted 
with undue haste, and, evidently, with 
a view of taking advantage of the rev- 
olution of Panama against Colombia to 
advance our commercial interests. if we 
had not desired the land on which we 
wished ta construct an isthmian canal, 
we would not have recognized the inde- 
pendence of Panama. Under the general 
rules of international law, regulating 
the conduct of nations, so long as a g0v- 


ereign has a reasonable hope of main- 
taining his authority over his insurgents, 
the acknowledgment of the independence 
of such insurgents would clearly be an 
international wrong. * * * 

“The revolution began on the 3d of No- 
vember, and we recognized the indepen- 
dence of Panama on the 6th of Novem- 
ber, before independence had been ac- 
complished, before any government had 
been organized and in all probability

ian the Colombian government knew 


the revolution had taken place. Stop- 
ping here, I would feel it my duty to 
ote against the ratification of a treaty 
with Panama, There are, however, spe- 
cial facts and circumstances connected 
with this transaction that will take it 
out of the general gules of international 
law and to some extent justify Our caon- 
duct in dealing with both Colombia and 
Panama. This case must be tried by 
every, fact and circumstance connected 
with it; and the history of our relations 
heretofore with Colombia, together with 
her conduct and treatment of our gov- 
ernment, must be thoroughly understood 
in order to reach a just and righteous 
conclusion aS to the merits of the contro- 
versy between Colombia and our govern- 
ment. I propose to consider thig con- 
troversy from thrge different stand- 
points. 

“First, our treaty rights with Colom- 
bia; second, Colombla’s conduct in re- 
jJecting the Hay-Herran treaty; third, 
the importance, not only to our com- 
merce, but to the commerce of the world, 
necessarily involved in the construction 
of an isthmian canal. These propositions 
I will consider in their order, and each 
proposition will demonstrate to thought- 
ful men that our government was not 
bound by the general rules of interna- 
tional law in recognizing the indepen- 
dence of Panama, * * * 

“What does the treaty mean? How fs 
it to be construed? What !s a reasonable 
| Construction? Colombia entered into a 
solemn obligation to keep the transit 
free and unobstructed, Nothing would 
excuse Colombia from violating this feat- 
ure of the tr®ity. If she failed to do so, 
clearly we would have the right to go 
there and force Colombia to perform her 
part of this contract. What is the con- 
trolling point in the issue before us? 

Now, inasmuch as Colombia obligated 
herself by a solemn treaty, can she in 
any way obstruct, hinder, embarrass or 
delay the passage across the isthmus? 
To state the case more plainly: If Pan- 
ama seceded and resolved to separate 
from the mother country. and organized 
an independent government and Colom- 
bia resolved at the same time to subdue 
the revolution and to force Panama to 
return to the Colambia government and 
Submit to its soverejgnty, what would 
this mean? Colombia Would at once enter 
into war with Panama, Panama “would

“If we sent our war ships there simply 
7 eee the transit open and protect a 
a and property of American citizens 
n the event of a revolution, then we did 
not violate the treaty of 1846. If we sent 
Our Warships there to encod?fage a revo- 
lution, to aid in bringing about a revolu- 
tion, with the hope of establishing an in- 
dependent government for Panama, to 
give tO us a commercial advantage, then 
Our conduct is inexcusable and indefensi- 
ble. In this treaty we guaranteed the 
neutrality of the Isthmus, as well as the 
rights of sovereignty and property which 
a has and possesses over said ter- 

“This feature of the treaty ha a 
construed by able dawyers io aaah aa 
by guaranteeing the sovereignty of C3- 
lombia we undertook to defend her ter- 
ritory against civil war, and that when 
Panama seceded it was our duty to help 
Colombia put down the revolution. I do 
not believe that this is the prgper con- 
struction to be placed. on the treaty. 
When we guaranteed the sovereignty of 
Colombia over her territory, we under- 
took to prevent any foreign power from 
thane mag stag omg with her sover- 
> y or deprive her o , 
her territory. Mt ah asi al 
_ “If Germany, France, England, or any 
other foreign power had made war on 
Colombia sO as to interfere with her ter- 
ritory or sovereignty, then it would be- 
come our duty to defend the sovereignty 
of Colombia against foreign aggression. 
I do not believe this treaty obligated us 
to defend Colombia against «internal quar- 
rels or civil war among her own people. 
I nder the treaty we would have no right 
to interfere in any way with civil war 
carried on in Colombia, except such civil 
war interefered with transit across the 
Isthmus of Darien. When Panama and 
Colombia engaged in war it was our duty 
to keep hands off, unless such civil war 
was likely in some way to interfere with 
travel and commerce going from ope 
ocean to the other.’ * * * 


“I believe, however, that Colombia is 


| deprived of the right to make war on 
| Panama, provided such war w!ll embar- 
rass, block, or in any way interfere with 


transit from sea to sea. When she obli- 
sated herself to us to keep this transit 
open, So that all the world might cross 
the Isthmus, then she undertook to con- 


duct her affairs in such a way as not to 


at any time in the future obstruct this 


| passage, leading from the Atlantic to the 
| Pacific ocean, Now, Colombia was to keep 
this transit free( open, and unobstructed. 


this to be a correct construction 
As To Inciting the Revolution. 


“We would have no right to use our 
army and navy to keep it open, unless 
Colombia failed to do so. When she fall- 
ed to carry out this obligation, then hay- 
ing broken her treaty obligations, we 
could resort to war if necessary tg enforce 
our treaty rights. believe 
war if necessary to enforce our rights, I 
believe this to be a correct construction 
en the treaty of 1846. 


“I have announced before that if 
the evidence was conclusive that our 
government was in complicity with 
the revolutionary movement in Pan- 
ama, then I could not vote for the 
ratification of this treaty. 


_ THIS would be such a wrong as we could 
not condone—it would be an error of 
jucement, but an unconscieonable act. 

“If any one connected with this govern- 
ment had any part in originating, incit- 
ing, or encouraging the revolution in Pan- 
ama, then such action on our part would 
‘be dishonorable and should be repudiated 
by congress. We would be guilty of a mor- 
al wrong. We should reap no benefits 
from such a disreputable transaction, The 
presumption is in favor of the integrity 
of our government, and every doubt 
should be solved in favor of our honesty. 
In the absence of pOsitive and indisputa- 
ble proof to the contrary, we must ac- 
cept as true the statement from the exec- 
utive branch of the government. 

“The president in his second message 
tellg us that no one connected With this 
government had any previous knowledge 
of the revolution except such as was 
accessible to any person of ordinary in- 
telligence who read the newspapers and 
kept up & current acquaintance with pub- 
lic affairs. He says that by unanimous 
action of its people, without the firing of 
a shot, the people of Panama declared 
themselves an independent republic. 

“T have not been willing to countenance 
any mode of dishonesty that might have 
been practiced to secure the construction 
of this great waterway. Stopping with 
this correspondence furnished by the 
State department unexplained, I should 
have voted against the treaty. The pres- 
ident in his second message tells us that 
our government had been informed that 
this revolution would take place in the 
event that Colombia rejected the Hay- 
Herran treaty. 

“Panama had given out that she would 
secede in the event that the treaty was 
rejected. He further tells us that Pana- 
ma had formerly been an independent 
state and that he had every assurance 
that a revolution would occur; that every 
one knew that it was a possibility, but 
that it was not until toward the end of 
October, 1903. that it appeared to be a 
probability. He explains why our war 
ships were sent to Panama before the 
revolution occurred. It was ‘to protect 
American citizens and to keep open the 
transit in the event of a revolution. He 
explained that he apprehended a revolu- 
tion would occur, and that out of an 
abundance of caution he sent the war 
ships to keep open the transit. 

“T repeat, if the president had 


reason to fear that a revolution would 
follow the rejection of the Hay- 
Herran treaty, that Panama would 
secede, and that Colombia would send 
troops to pat down the revolution, 
and thet this war between Panama 
and Colombia would endanger the

gens, and embarrass or block the 
transit from sea to sea, then he would 
be justified in sending our warships, 
both to protect the lives and property 
of American citizens and to keep open 
the transit across the isthmus. 


“When our war ships landed troops at 
Colon they had a right to prevent the 
armed forces of Colombia from obstruct- 
ing the open free course of commerce in 
the pathway across the isthmus. We 
could only do so when Colombia failed to 
keep it open or was proceeding to block 
it by civil war. Our right to interfere in 
the domestic quarrels of Colombia was 
limited to protecting the lives and prop- 
erty of American citizens and to keeping 
open the transit across the isthmus. If, 
in the discharge of such duty and in the 
inforcement of such right, we prevenited 
Colombia from sending her troops in the 
way of the transit to fight,. and neces- 
sarily obstruct the transit, then we did 
nothing more that we had the right to do 
unded the treaty of 1846. 

“Tf such action inured to the benefit of 
Panama and to the injury of Colombia, 
we would not be responsible for the re- 
sults, provided we kept within the bo nds 
of that treaty of 1646. We had a right 
to prevent war on the line of the railway, 
or the crossing of the isthmus, which 
would embarrass or disturb free transit. 
The treaty would not give us the right to 
interfere with Colomblan troops tanded 
on the isthmus. ufiless these troops 
threatened the lives and property of 
American citizens: or in some way at- 
tempted to interfere with transit across 
the isthmus. 

“T refer to these facts to give my view 
of the treaty of 1846. It is not necessary 
for me to express myself as to whether 
or not we went beyond the power grant- 
ed to us by the treaty of 1846, as T shall 
cast my vote in favor of the ratification 
of the treatv upon other grounds much 
more satisfactory to me than I could 
possibly reach on this theory of the is- 
gue, -° 9.9 


Power of Colombia’s President. 


‘Tn order to secure the right of way 
by way of the Panama route, on Which 
to construct this canal, we have been 
forced to deal with such governments as 
we found in possession of the country 
where the canal was to be located. We 
know that internecine strife has been 
raging in the republic of Colombia for 
a number of vears. The study of Co- 
lombia shows the existence of two dis- 
tinct and hostile tendencies at war -since 
the early days of national independence. 


These two parties have been styled the | 


liberal and conservative parties. The 
difference separating these two partiss 
@re so great that the transition of power 
from one to the other necessitates resort 
to violence. 

‘The constitution of 1886 abolishes the 
federal form of government and central- 
izes all power in the president; he can 
suspend the constitution, and the proper- 
ty and the liberty of the citizens are at 
his merey: he has. absolute, unlimited 
power. The liberals have contended 
most zealously against these wrongs, 
and, being unable to redress them, took 
up arms as the only means of redress. 
It was a struggle of life and death, as 
has well been said, between reaction and 
modern progress. Well did the senior 
senator from Alabama say that revolu- 
tion was the normal condition in Colom- 
bia. Well did he say that we would have 
to treat with an ftrresponsible govern- 
ment to procure the -necessary territory 
on which to construct this great water- 
WAY. 

“So far as regularity and constitutton- 
alitv is concerned, the new government 
in Panama will compare favorably with 
the existing government in _ Colombia. 
Then, again, when the Hay-Herran 
treaty was submitted to Colombia for 
ratification it was understood that the 
terms of the treaty were satisfactory tu 
Colombia. It was proclaimed on t®e floor 
of the senate and through the public 
press that Colombia secured every con- 
sideration she wanted in this treaty. We 
gave her the enormous sum of $10.000,- 
000. when we could have secured the 
right of way from Costa Rica and Nica- 
regua for a much less sum. We had 
responded most liberally to the pecuni- 
ary demands of Colombia. It was cer- 
tainly greatly to the commercial and 
financial interest of her people to put in 
operation this waterway. 

“we know that the canal was demand- 
ed hy the unanimous voice of the people 
of Panama, where it was fo be located. 


“tJndoubtedly Colombia rejected 
this treaty because she thought she 
saw a chance to force us to pay her 
an exorbitant and unreasonable sum 
of money for the right of. way 
through her territory on which to 
locate the canal. She reached the 
conclusion that we were forced to 
have this right of way, and that she 
would extort from us wrongfully ten 
more millions to fill her coffers. 


I do not contend that this would 
authorize us to take by force any part «f 
her territory on which to bulld a canal. 
but it might be a reason why we should 
take the advantage of a situation aris- 
ing unexpectedly and acknowledge the 
independence of a peorfle who would own 
the territory we so much desired and 
necessarv to be used for the commerce of 
the world. 

“T have always contended that there 
was nothing of greater importance than 
the construction of an interoceanic ca- 


ne usuch a canal is not only essential 
to our commercial development, but 
of great importance to our national 
defense. The establishment of spe- 
dy communication Between the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans should be 


delayed no longer. 

The party in power could have 
provided for the construction of such a 
waterway long ago. The failure to do so 
ean in no wise be charged to our side of 
the chamber. We have always contend- 
ed that the United States should con- 
struct this waterway at the earliest 
possible day. The civilized ‘world is 
deeply anq vitally interested in the suc- 
cess of this enterprise. 

“During the session of the Fiftv-sixth 
congress I set forth with particularity 
the benefits that would accure by reason 
of the construction of the canal. 

“These arguments would not Justify 
our government in taking by force, or 
wrongfully, the territory 0 Colombia, 
for canal purposes; but they are pow- 
erful reasons why our government should 
have acted promptly in recognizing the 
independence of Panama, in order to Sse- 
cure from her the necessary territory 
for canal purposes. 

The Rubicon Has Been Crossed. 

“Tl have maintained that, so far as Co~- 

lombia was concerned, when she al 


A 

jected our treaty we should cease to 
treat ‘with her for the construction of 
thig waterway, but, under the provisions 
of the Spooner act, we should proceed 
at once to seoure the neceszary territory 
and construct the cana] by the Nicara- 
gua route! The president has not adopted 
this theory—the party in power agrees 
with him—and I am determined, so far 
as I am concerned, that the repudlican 
party shall have no excuse for the /ail- 
ure of this great enterprise. If I Can 
not have it located at one piace, I'll have 
it at another, provided we do not get it 
by dishonest methods, 

“Regardless of how the independ- 


ence of Panama was acco plished, 
beyond dispute Panama is lost to 
eColombia—the Rubicon has been 
crossed, and no one expects Panama 
to be restored to Colombia. 


The fratification oor rejection of 
this treaty can in no way change the 
status of Panama in relation to Colom- 
bia; whether rightfully or wrongfully, 
Panama ig forever lost to Colombia. 
Should we reject this treaty, the repub- 
lic of Panama will s¢ll exist, and, in all 
probability, we will be called upon to 
negotiate a treaty with her in the future 
for the right to construct this canal. 
Suppose Panama should continue as a 
republic for a quarter of a century, or 
even for a less time, will any one con- 
tend that we should not carry on busi- 
ness and governmental relations with her 
in the future, simply because we ques- 
tioned the methods whereby she achieved 
and maintains her independence. 

“If we refuse to treat with her now, 
because of the doubtful propriety of our 
conduct in maintaining her independence, 
will it not be true that for all time to 
come we will be estopped from having 
any dealings with Panama because of the 
previous history of her rebellion and in- 
dependence? ‘Who will dare say that, 
if this treaty is rejected, and Panama 
should live as a republic for as much 
as three years, and another treaty 
should be Submitted for the construction 
of this canal, we wouki be estopped from 
ratifying it because of our previous con- 
duct? We would answer the objection 
promptly, and say that the revolution is 
over, that Panama was lost to Colombia, 
that she was a well-established republic 
with an organized government in full 
possession and control of the isthmus 
where the canal is to be located, and our 
gcvernment could not possibly ttreat. with 
any Other nation for the right to con- 
struct this canal except the Republic of 
Panama. * © * 

“If the treaty is ratified there can be no 
excuse for further delay in the construc- 
tion of a waterway of vital importance 
to my own section, for we know the 
benefit to accrue to the south from a 
commercial standpoint, resulting from the 
construction of the canal, is incalculable, 
There is but one sentiment among the 
people of the south in regard to the 
construction of the canal. Many good 
men regret that it should cOme through 
questionable methods, but we must deal 
with the situation as we find it. Already 
the new republic has been recognized, 
not only by the United States, but also 
by France, China, Austria-Hungary, 
Germany, Denmark, Russia, Sweden 
and Norway, Belgium, Nicaragua, 
Peru, Cuba, Great Britain, Italy, Japan, 
Costa Rica, Switzerland and the Neth- 
erlands. * * * 

“Under the general rules of interna- 
tional law we would have no llega) right 
to take by force any part of her terri- 
tory; but this condition og affairs, I am 
sure, would justify prompt action on the 
part of our government in recognizing 
the Independence of Panama, originally 
a part of Colombia, and in possession of 
the territory where the canal is to be 
located. The act might appear to be 
rash, but the civilized world would jus- 
tify and applaud it because of the con- 
duct of Colombia, I do not contend that 
this ts exactly the case we have under 
consideration, but it illustrates the po- 
sition for which I am contending—that 
in recognizing the independence of a new 
nation struggling for independence we 
are not bound in every instance Hy the 
genera] ruleg of international] law, but 
by the facts and circumstances of each 
particular case. * * * 

“We had the right to prevent Colom- 
bia from carrying on war in Panama 
provided suth war interfered with trans- 
it across the isthmus. This right was 
given to us by the treaty of 1846. bu? 
by no chain of reasoning can I reach the 
conclusion that we had the right to in- 
terfere with the internal quarrels of 
Colombéa and Panama except such inter- 
na] quarrels in some way embarrassed 
or interfered with transit across the isth- 
mus. I cannot yote to convict my own 
government of an act of dishonesty 
without positive and unimpeachable tes- 
timony, Such a charge against the in- 
tegrity of our government must be con- 
demnedq in the absence of unquestionable 
proof. I deplore the fact that the cir- 
cumstances surrounding this transac- 
tion are of such a nature as even to 
cast suspicion upon our conduct. *© ® @

“I vote for the treaty because on 
this issue I find in favor of the in- 
tegrity of my own country and in 


favor of the honesty of an American 
president.” * * *s 


“Candor compels mé to say that T have 
been actuated to some extent in reaching 
the conclusion to vote in favor of this 
treaty by reason of public sentiment in 
my own state and by the further 
reason of the great commercial] 
benefits that will certainly follow to the 
south by reason of the constructlon of 
the canal. It is proper fhat these con- 
siderations should have weight with a 
senator. I could not vote to approve an 
act of dishonesty if the sentiment in my 
state approved it. The good people of my 
state would never approve an act of dis- 
honesty. Good men often reach conclu- 
sions which are erroneous, because they 
are not conversant with all the facts 
and circumstances connected with the 
transaction. They often reverse their 
opinions when the whole sfItuation Is 
explained to them. * * *® 

‘We have contended with unanimity 
that most diligent effort should be made 
to adjust amicably all differences exist- 
ing between Panamg and Colombia and 
that if any injustice had been done Co- 
lombia, On our part every reparation 
within our power should promptly be 
made. 

“We have been assured that negotia- 
tions are now pending in the state de- 
partment to accomplish this very 
purpose. Lt us hope that these nego- 
tiations may be brought to a success- 
ful termination. Such a purpose is a 
most laudable one and, when accom- 
plished, will have the approval of all 
conservative, patriotic, intelligent and 
right thinking people, Those who love 
justice, righteousness and peace better 
than they love trade and commercial 
gain will hail with joy and delight such 
a solution of this impogtant controversy.

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REPORT CHARGES. 


~ WHOLESHLE FRAUD 


Scandal of South Carolina's 
New Capitol 


Alleged in Report of Committee That 
State Was Defrauded of Many 
Thousands—Brother of Mem- 
ber of Commission Said 
To Have Profited. 


Columbia, 8. C., February 8.—(Special.) 
The report of the commission appointed 
tast year to investigate the completion 
of the state capitol was submitted to 
the general assembly today. 

The report makes very serious critt- 
cisms of the work done by the contract- 
ors, the Mclivain-Unkefer Company, tn- 
der the supervision of the architect, 
Frank P. Milburn, and the original com- 
mission. 

Those members of the commission who 
approved the final report of the con- 
tractors and of the architect wero: 

Governor McSweeney, W. R. Cooper, 
secretary of Sstite; Representatives 
Gantt and W. J. Johnson and the fol- 
lowing from the sinKing fund commis- 
sion: Senator Mower, Representative J. 
Harvey Wilson, G. Duncan Bellinger, at- 
torney general; J. P. Derham, comptrol- 
ler general; R. H. Jennings, state treas- 
urer, 

The governor and the secretary of state 
were also members of the einking fund 
commission. 

The investigating! committee's report 
sustains the protests made from time to 
time by Senator Marshall, which were 
not heeded by the commission, and his 
minority report to the legislature, which 
brought about the investigation. The in- 
vestigating commission consists of Sena- 
tors Robert Aldrich and R. I. Man- 
nings, Representative J. Q. Patterson, 
Major M. J. Rawlinson end T. Y. Wil- 
liams, by whom the report is signed. 

Expert Sustains Charges. 

A government erchitect from Washing- 
ton sustains the commission's criticisms. 
In brief, the charges are that Milburn 
left much in the gepecifications to the 
“discretion’’ of the architect and used 
that discretion against the state’s inter- 
est; that the work as done does not 
comply with requirements and is a fraud 
on the state; that the building commis- 
sion exoused the contractors from doing 
work for which they were paid and which 
was worth thousands of dollars; that a 
beautiful $16,000 steel ceiling in the cor- 
ridor was removed, appropriated by the 
contfactors, and replaced with $500 worth 
of shoddy galvanized iron; that Many 
thousands of dollars worth of material 
belonging to the state was sold by the 
contractors, and that a brother of one 
of the building commissioners, Mr. Gantt, 
maiig money on the transaction; that a 
part of the portico is unsafe Bir the 
dome ea “monstrosity.” 

In concluding the committee says: 

“Your committee do not consider that 
f€ comes within the scope of their duties 
to determine questiens of law invofVed 
in the matters embraced herein, Dut 
would regard it remarkable indeed if 
there is not some remedy, civil or crimi- 
nal, or both, to bring these malefactors 
to justide and ta some extent redress the 
wrongs to the state.’’ 

It recommends that approximate legal 

steps be taken to recover, if possible, 
from Frank P. Milburn and Mcllvan-Un- 
kefer Company 2s much as possible of 
the damages the state has_ suffered 
through their alleged misconduct and 
breach cf contract, and such other legal 
redress as may seem to be advisable. 
‘ “The most glaring and damaging de- 
fects in the work should be repaired un- 
der the authority of the legislature until 
@uch time as the finances of the state 
will admit of the whole work being dene 
Over in a manner to conform to the orig- 
inal Cesign,’’ says the report. 

A tremendous sensation is created 
Architect Milburn declined to appear be- 
fore the committee. 


Pwenty-seventh Infantry Moving. 


Griffin, Ga., February 8.—(Special.)— 
Relatives of Lieutenant James vw. Kim- 
brough, of the Twenty-seventh infantry, 
United States army, have reecived notice 
from the war department that this regi- 
ment left Honolulu on February 4 for San 
Francisco, where it is expected to ar- 
rive on February !1.

NEWELL RELIEVES SCARE 
OVER WEEVIL IN DOOLY 


There is no foundation for fhe Mexicap 
boll weevil scare in Dooly county, ac- 
cording to State Entomologist Wilmon 
Newell, who has reported upon EI ex- 
amination of ¢otton bolis supposed to 
have been infected with the weevil, and 
sent recently to the department of agri- 
culture from that country. The bolls 
examined were found to be infested with 
nothing worse than the common cotton 
boll worm. which bears only a slight re- 
semblance to the Mexigga@ boll WOrrt 
and which is nothing like so destructive. 

The bolls sent were from the field of 
w. H. J. Carmack, one of the largest 
planters of Dooly county. In the flelds 
of Mr. Carmack it waa found that if 
the boll weevil had not passed over 
them, they had been visited by a pest 
equally destructive and equally to be 
dreaded and fought. There were cotton 
stalks aJmost as high os A man s head, 
contaizing from 40 to 100 bolle, with 
only two or three empty burrs, showing 
where the cotton had been picked—all 
the other bolls had rotted with the locks 
and worm on the inside. 

Writing of the matter, 

, of Cochran, says: 
cae tes shown through a cotton field 
of 375 acres: A few acres near the 
house of Mr, Carmack were protected 
from the pests by the English sparrows. 
The rest of the field made onlv twenty 
bales. This was In new ground and had 
360 pounds of fertilizer to the acre. 
About three sound bolls to the stalk was 


the average yield. 

“Mr Carmack informe 
insect doing the destructive work re- 
gembled the corn weevil, being about 
three times as large. It has a sting or 
tail about the length of its body, which. 
flying from stalk to stalk, it inserts full 
length into the boll, where the eggs is 
laid. The insect works rapidly, flying 
from boll to boll, and covering @ great 
territory in a little while. The hole left 
in the boll ig at first so small that it 
can hardly be seen. But the sting seems 
to poison the whole boll at once, and 
it never grows after the insect hits it, 
but immediately dies and rots, the 
rot beginntiig at insertion until the hole 
is rotted as large as a match. The size 
of the bol! makes no difference. If it ts 
as small as the end of the finger, it is 
killed where it is. If it is almost ready 
to open, the development of the whole 
boll stops and the cotton rots. Mr. 
Carmack told the writer that he had 
made a close study of the matter, and 
that he was convinced the boll died as 
soon as the egg was deposited, for in a 
number of the dead bolls he examined 
there was no worm at all and it seemed 
that the eggs did not hatch. He would 
watch the insect deposit the egg, and 
mark the bolts the day this occurred. He 
ascertained in this way that the small 
\ worm appeared inside within three days 
after, but in the bolls thus noticed many 
of them died without the worm develop- 
ing. The life of the worm was short, 
and how it propagated, my informant 
was unable to find out.” 

Only the Cotton Boll Worm. 

In reply tg the letter of Mr. Grice, 
State Entomologist Newell has Written 
the following answer, showing there 1s 
no reason for the weevil scare. He alsu 
suggests the proper steps to be taken to 
get rid of the ¢gotton boll worm, 

Mr. Newell's letter is as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., February 38, 1904.—1 
have examined the cotton boils referred 
‘9 in the above letter, which Were sent 
hy Mr. Herberg L. Grice trom the fields 
ot Mr. W. H. J. Carmack, jn Dodiy 
county. ‘The cotton boils trom this fieid 
show abundant evidence of the work of 
the cotton boll worm. This is an insect 
ef common occurrence througnout the 
entire cotton and corn-growing Ttegions 
of the southern states. it is also known 
as the corn earworm, and often bores 
into the tip of green cars of corn, de- 
stroying a large number of kernels. It 
also frequently attaoks tomatoes and 
other garden crops. This insect occurs 
every year, but usually in small numbers, 
and being so generally distributed over 
the country its attacks are not so no- 
ticeable. Occasionally it becomes very 
bad in some localities and does very 
serious damage. This has evidentiy been 
the casé in Dooly county. 

“The fields in that immediate neigh- 
borhood should be plowed at once, re- 
gardless of what crop they aré intended 
for the coming season. After plowing, 
they should be gone over with a disc 
harrow or an Acme every two weeks 
from now until planting season. The 
pupa or chrysalis of this insect remains 
in the earth over winter and this plow- 
ing will destroy many of these pupal 
cells and expose the insects to the winter 
weather. Thé harrowing, of course, has 
the same effect. It would haxe been 
much better had these fields been plow- 
ed in Decem™r and kept harrowed dur- 
ing the winter, as these insects would 
then have been exposed to the cdl 
weather which we have already expert- 
enced. 

“In planting cotton tn that particular 
locality the coming summer the ground 
should be thoroughly prepared before 
planting, the cotton should be planted as 
early as possible and an early maturing 
variety, like King, Shine, Schley or Bo- 
hemian, should be used. The most sert- 
ous damage to the cotton from this in- 
sect will occur late in the summer, and 
it should be the object of the planter to 
use a variety of cotton which will ma- 
ture as many bolls as possible before 
the boll worms become numerous. The 
rows should also be placed far apart, 
and should run in an east and west direc- 
tion rather than north and south, so as 
to admit as much sunshine as possible. 

“In addition to these precautions, two 
or three rows of early corn should be 
run across the fleld about every 10 rods. 
The boll worm moth prefers corn to cot- 
ton, and when both crops are at hand 
the eggs are laid by preference upon the 
silks of the young ears. The larvae or 
worms are pronownced cannibals, an@ 
where several of them occur in an 
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ear of corn, which will be the case where

corn is thus used, ag a trap crop, they 
will wage an endless battle with each 
other until only one remains in each ear. 
These trap rows of corn should be 
watched closely and when the worms in 
the ears have nearly reached maturity 
the corn should be cut and fea to stock 
to destroy the worms remaining therein. 

“From the description which Mr. Car- 
mack gives in regard to the winged in- 
sects which he saw in the field, I think 
no doubt that these were hymenopterous 
parasites which were attacking the boll 
worm. The parent of the «@:! @orm is 
a moth resembling the common miller, 
and could hardly be confused with the 
insect which Mr. Carmack describes. The 
description is also suffictently clear that 
the insect which he saw could not be 
the boll weevil. When\ larvae or cater- 
Pillars of any species become very abun- 
dant prone develop rapidly, and when 
seen in flelds wilth the caterpillars they 
are often blamed for beine the cause of 
the trouble instead of beitf? given credit 
for the useful work which they do in 
reducing numbers of the pests. 

“A careful examination of the bolls 
which came from Mr. (=rmack’s field 
failed to show any indication of the 
Greadful Mexican bol! weevil.

Was a Pioneer Citizen. 

Mr. Romare had been in failing health 
for the past two years, but only about six 
months ago was it thought that a general 
breakdown was about to set in. At this 
time he was advised to take a rest and 
did so. He regained some of his old 
but his intimate friends and 
even strangers noted a steady decline 
from this time on. 

Three or four weeks ago he practically 
gave up trying to attend to his duties, 
and went home as all betieved to pre- 
pare for the eternal rest of the good and 
true. On last Saturday the family 
thought him much improved, but Sunday 
a decided change for the worse became 
noticeable, and at 7:30 yesterday morn- 
ing he passed ptacefully away. 

At the time of his death the whole 
family was around the bedside and his 
parting messages to each were particu- 
larly affecting and typical of the whole 
life of the man. His tender solicitude for 
each individual] member of his family was 
touching in the extreme, and the death- 
bed scene is one which the members of 
the family will never forget. There was 
none of the tragic gmotion usually to be 
found in a death chamber, but rather a 
quiet parting time as loved ones bid 
goodby to a departing dear one beginning 
a journey to a better land, 

Mr. Romare left behind him to grieve 
the loss his wife, Mrs. Lucy Fisher Ro- 
mare, four unmarried daughters—Mlisses 
Pauline, Louise, Christine and Julla—and 
two married daughters, Mrs. Randolph 
Rose, of Atlanta, and Mrs. J. Murchison 
Thomas, of Savannah. In Sweden, his 
old home, he is survived by a half sister 
and several nephews and nieces, 

Mr. Romare's record in Atlanta is well 
known, as he has always been regarded 
as One of Atlania’s ablest and most con- 
servative business men. Arriving here 
soon after the war he early became one 
Of the most potent factors in the city’s 
growth and prosperity. He entered the 
Atlanta national bank as a bookkeeper 
and rapidiy rose from one position to 
another, until he reached the highest 
position in the bank—that of president. 
At the death of James Swann, the nom- 
inal head of the institution, the board of 
directors elected Mr. Romare to the head 
of the bank, a position which he had held 
in reality, though not in name, for many 
years, inasmuch as Mr. Swann was in 
New York and only came to Atlanta oc- 
casionaliy on a visit.

they have been able to obtain an advance 
to reimburse them for the advance they 
have had to pay in yurns, and this 
applies especially to the knitters. 

Of course their advance has been 
gradual, the same as the advance in 
yarns; but tney tell me they are getting 
better prices every day; their stocks 
are light and most of them have their 
production well sold up, and they do not 
express any fear of having to close down 
on account of high-priced yarns. They say 
that the consumption of their production 
will undoubtedly be somewhat curtalled, 
but none of them talk of closing down 
their works, 

In talking wifh some of the leading 
men in the yarn business, I find they are 
doing a larger busines than they have 
ever done. Of course this does not ap- 
Ply in dollars and cents, but in the bulk 
of the amount of varn handled, and J 
do not see any reason why the spinners 
should become uneasy about the future. 

The demand, I find, is excellent, and, 
as I have stated above, the supply is 
very light. Nearly all the selling agents 
cluim that their stock of vurn has never 
heen so light as it is today. In fact, 
comparing the stock of today with the 
stock of one year ago, in talking to one 
agent he stascd it wag not 10 per cent 
of the amount he had on hand last vear. 
On some nuenbers the merket is abso- 
lutely bore, and when the consumers 
want varn thev'll be compelled to pay 
the price: as from what I can learn, ft 
is deliveries, not price, that enter into 
the question.

FIRE 10 BOOST 
MONEY RATES 


Financiers Believe Rate Wil 


Advance by Heavy Demands, 


on 


Baltimore Fire Sufferers Will Need 
Large Sums To Meet Outstanding 
Obligations—Large Part of Bal- , 
timore’s Former Trade Com- 
ing to Atlanta. 


Rates on monéy will go up from 4% per 
cent to 6 per cent on account of the 
Baltimore fire, it 1s thought by local 
financiers. This may not apply to At- 
lanta in the immediate future, but it {s 
almost certain to reach this section soon, 
and preparations to meet such a contin 
gency will be made at once. 

A number of the houses burned were 
among the strongest financial institutions 
in the United States, and they have lost 
very heavily. It is said that it will be 
necessary for them to borrow large sams 
to meet their outstanding obligations, and 
as there is a very general demand for 
ready money at this season and during 
the coming two months, the rates are 
Sure to be raised. 

This will affect the south especially, as 
a great proportion of the merchants of 
this section purchase their goods in Bal- 
timore. As a rule, the business of the 
merchants of Atlanta and the outlying 
towns is done in New York and Balti- 
more, and ag most of the wholesale 
houses of the )atter city have been de- 
Stroyed and cannot be replaced within 
the next twelve months, a great part of 
the business of the southern country 
stores will be transferred to Atlanta. 
Already many of these small dealers had 
begun to come here to do their trading, 
and the fact that the nearest northern 
market, as it was considered, is destroy- 
ed, will cause more of them to make thelr 
selections of goods in this market. ILo- 
cal people state that they are amiply 
supplied with the articles usually bought 
of the greatest supply businegses done 
in Baltimore and that they can handle 
their trade without embarrassment. One 
of the great supply business done 
in Baltimore was that of millinery, In 
this respect Atlanta is peculiarly for- 
tunate, ay there are a nttmber of such 
establishments here.

NO SPOT COTTON 
ON THE MARKET 


Important Action Taken by the 
Memphis Factors 


Owing to Excitement Not a Bale of 
Cotton Will Be Offered—Fac- 
tors Believe That Prices 
for the Staple Will 
“Advzignce. 


Memphis, February 8.—Cotton factors 
of this city today effected an agreement 
whereby they will withhold from the 
market all spot cotton owned or con- 
trolled by them until stable prices are 
assured. The factors had a meeting at 
the cotton exchange today and adopted 
the following resolutions: 


“We, the cotton factors and holders of 
Spot cotton in Memphis, in meeting as- 
sembled, owing to the excitement and 
panicky feeling caused by persistent 
rumors of war between Russia and Ja- 
jan, do hereby 

‘Resolve, That we will withhold all 
spot cottons off the market except that 
which is ordered peremptorily sold, for 
the present and until the excitement and 
feeling of panic which exists in some 
quarters is allowed. The stock of cotton 
in this market is small’and the cotton 
yet to come, we believe, is the smallest 
at this time in the history of the cotton 
trade. We confidently believe that within 
a very short time we will be enabled to 
sell our cotton at its value, which we 


believe is considerably above the present’ 


range of speculative values. We heartily 
cooperate with the gepot holders of New 
Orlans in sustaining values, and order 
telegrams sent at once apprising them of 
our action.”’ 


EFFECT OF WAR SCARE 


ON COTTON SITUATION 

New Orleans, Febrttary 8.—The Far 
Eastern situation and its probable effect 
on the cotton market was discussed on 
all sides, and caused an anxious gather- 
ing about the future ring long before the 
session opened’ this morning. The first 
call showed a steady market, with prices 
from !0 to 20 points higher than Satur- 
day’s finals and confirming the frequent- 
ly expressed opinion of the most active 
traders that the war influence on the 
market had beer fully discounted. Still 


there were a few weak longs who com- 


menced lfquidation on a quiet way, and 
prices receded until they were from 5 
to 6 points lower than Saturday, and 
from 60 to 70 points lower than the high- 
est level of the morning. The leading 
bulls made no effort to elevate prices 
but let the ‘market take care of itself. 

During the noon hour, prices made a 
sensational reaction of from 80 to 90 
points from the lowest levels of the 
morning. The conditions of the last few 
days were reversed, and there were more 
Suyers than sellers in the market. 
Shorts covered’ freely and helped send 
values up. The advance was rapid, 
prices leaping upward 6 and 10 points 
at a time. The ring had a busy hum, 
but no nervousness was in evidence. 

little or no desire was shown to op- 
erata on the short side as the fact was 
generally recognized that the market was 
probably even more dangerous to shorts 
than to longs as there has been no fa- 
vorable features recently to the long 
side. and it is argued that the slightest 
favorable circumstance would send prices 
up with a rush. It was also pointed out 
that values could hardly help improv- 
ing tomorrow on the general expectation 
of a bullish census report. 

The spot market was dull, with noth- 
ing offering and few buyers out. Reports 
from the country were encouraging in 
the highest degree: Spinners were said 
to be greedily buying up cotton at prices 
far above the levels of contracts in the 
local market. Even the Liverpool spot 
market was encouraging as sales of 8,000 
bales were reported, the largest in many 
days. ; 

It is generally believed that the leading 
bulls and the interests back of them out- 
lined a course of action at a meeting held 
vesterday, and that this course of action 
will begin tomorrow.

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FIRE AND WAR 
GREATEST FACTORS 


Beiore Which All Other Considera- 
tions Disappeared. 


B. & 0. SPECIAL SUFFERER 


Pennsylvania Was Heavily Sold 
All Day on Its Heavy Borrow- 
ings—Union Pacific Was 
Also a Conspicuous 
Sufferer. 


= 


New York, February 8.—The stock mar- 
ket today had to face the two-fold ef- 
fect of the great fire in Baltimore and 
the breaking off of diplomatic relations 
between Russia and Japan, either one of 
which was sufficient to have justified a 
severe break in prices. It is true that 
the war news was expected and presum- 
ably discounted to some extent, as is the 
wont of the speculative markets with 
good information on coming events. But 
that the event was not adequately dis- 
counted was clearly enough demonstrated 
by the demoralized ne of state issues 
on the Paris boerse, which is the point 
upon which the effects of Russian trou- 
bles would narrowly converge. But Our 
own market faced this double threat with 
great apparent composure at the opening, 
the first decline failing to carry the level 
of prices down to the parity of the Lon- 
don level before our trading began. Sup- 
port was evidently put into the market, 
prices rallied and a quiet tone that seem- 
ed one of confidence was brought about. 
It is doubtful whether this was effective 
in convincing anybody that the slight 
spilling out of stocks at the Opening 
marred the whole effect on the market 
of the Baltimore disaster. The harm al- 
ready accomplished was sufficient to Mark 
the event as a great national calamity 
and there was nothing doing in the early 
part of the day to indicate the ultimate 
limits of the damage. Jt was early per- 
ceived, however, that the damage of the 
disaster already exceeded those of any 
previous fire in our history with one pos- 
sible exception, with the record of the 
Chicago fire itself apparently in immi- 
nent danger of being exceeded. When it 
is borne in mind that both the Chicago 
and Boston fires were the occasion of 
stock exchange panics, the action of the 
present stock market must be regarded 
as good. The liquidation, which was 
an inevitable consequence of a wiping 
out of property value approaching the 
cost Of our war with Spain, caused de- 
Clines during the day in the principal 
active stocks of | to 4 points. 

The rally of the last hour demonstrated 
that short selling to a certain extent went 
hand-in-hand with the liquidation, and 
was not backed with sufficient confidence 
to leave contracts open over night. The 
sharp relapse in price failed, however, 
to attract any effective demand for stock 
leaving the outlook still uncertain. Bal- 
timore and Ohio was naturally a special 
sufferer owing to local causes. Pennsyl- 
vania was heavily sold all day, with ex- 
pressions of dissatisfaction over its heavy 
borrowing. Union Pacific was a conspic- 
uous sufferer. Some of the day’s selling, 
both by stocks, was attributed to the 
account of insurance companies in prepa- 
ration for the heavy claims to be met. 
All other consideration disappeared be- 
fore the great factors of the fire and the 
war.

Then Secretary Taft put 
himself in communication with Senator 
Gorman and also with Governor Warfield, 
who thought that I’nited States troops 
would be necessary to protect the town 
from pillage and restrain disorder. Sec- 
retary Taft referred to the comitatus 
law, whereupon Senator Gorman = and 
Governor Warfield both joined in the as- 
surance that the request from the legis- 
lature for the troops Would surely 
forthcoming at the evening session of 
that body. Meanwhile Secretary Taft 
had acted and ordered the troops to Bal- 
timore through the general staff. He did 
so because the troops and Gereral Corbin, 
their commander, could not reach Balti- 
more until tonight after the legislature 
should have an opportunity to act. Be- 
sides, it is entirely competent for the 
commander of the military department to 
move his soldiers as he pleases within the 
limits of that department so lorg ag he 
does not actually employ them as

The important commercial district {fs 
blackened ruins, laid bare by a confla- 
gration which raged without a momen- 
tary check from [0:45 a. m, yesterday 
until] late in the afternoon today. At 3 
o’clock the city officials again breathed. 
It was agreed the flames were under 
control. They had raged twenty-eight 
hours, in spite of almost superhuman ef- 
forts put forth by the best fighting forces 
which more than half a dozen citks 


' were able to muster. 


The city is overcast with gloom. The 
only lights in the burned district are. 
those from the smouldering ruins The 
only lights in that section which escaped 
destruction are from corner gas lamps. 
The stores are closed in nearly every 
street. The darkened avenues are full 
of jostling people talking of one sub- 
ject. Apparently there is but one cause 
for gladness, and that is that there are 
no homeless, The residence section of the 
city escaped. This phase of the situa- 
tion relieved the officials from any 
thought other than property. 

At 2 o'clock the Associated Press sent 
out a bulletin saying the flames would 
be held in check at the Union docks 
and prevented from leaping Jones falls 
and plaeing entire city east of there in 
jeopardy. At 3 o’clock that bulletin was 
confirmed. A score of times flames from 
the fire were found lapping the sides of 
lumber piles on the east bank of the 
falls. In some instances the lumber was 
tossed into the falls and in similar cases 
heroic efforts stayed the onward sweep 
of the flames. Throughout the district in 
which firemen worked for supremacy 
they were handicapped by a gale which 
carried burning brands over the heads of 
the workers and beyond the reach of 
the hundreds of streams of water poured 
into the raging furnaces. But for the 
work of volunteers in seeking out and 
extinguishing these embers, it is almost 
certain the burnéd area would have been 


twice larger than it is. About seventy- 
five squares or !40 acres are in ashes. 


INSURANCE COMPANIES 
STAGGERED BY THE LOSS 

Insurance companies have opened tem- 
porary offices in the Lexington hotel, but 
their representatives dsclire to estimate 
the loss.

Again and again the _ terrible 
heat, driven from the burning district 
across Jones Falls ignited bulldings and 
lumber piles. Furious hand to hand fights 
eecurred, which fortunately for the resi- 


dents of East Baltimore, 
the firemen. Bucket brigades were form- 
ed to prevent the destructive leap of the 
flames across the narrow stream. Had 
the fire gained a foothold in the east side 
lumber yards it is conceded nothing could 
have siopped the onslaught, and the 
departments would have been powerless 
to prevent damage as great if not great- 
er than the Chicago fire. 
DYNAMITE WAS USED 
UNTIL FIRE WAS STOPPED 

Dynamite explosions have been frequent 
today. The plan adopted last night of 
blowing up buildings in attempts to stay 
the progress of the flames was continued 
until the fire wag under control. Then 
the dynamiterg turned their attention to 
razing tottering walls which threatened 
to collapse. The result was almost con- 
Slant cannonading and the detonating 
was heard in all parts of the city. 

With the fire under control the black- 
ened waste which lies in the wake of wie 


; €€a of flames presents a view, terrible in 


its pyrotechnic grandeur. It can be 
likened best to oceans of gTeat coke 
ovens, each shooting out Its thousand 
tongues of flames from pyramids of brick, 
stone and cement. Where the fire has 
died out nothing remains but blackened 
waste, from which rise hundreds of tow- 
ering, insecure shafts of the same color. 
These are all that is left of what were 
once handsome office buildings, storage, 
wholesale and business houses of al] 
kinds, 

The loss will not be accurately estimat- 
ed for weeks, for business men, prosper. 
Ous yesterday morning, are poor -today. 
Expressions heard among these men as 
they look int the collapsed property re- 
veal an astounding number who were 
only poorly protected by insurance. 

The high winds made it near impossi- 
ble for any ome, to pass through the 
streets bordered by crumbling walls with- 
out grave danger to personal safety. 
Tangled masses of wires, cross and re- 


cros® the streets, and these were lashed | 


so furiously by the wind that they could 
have proved no more dangerous had they 
been alive. 

Ruins could be seen swaying baca and 
forth, apparently ready every minute to 
collapse. Many did fall during the morn- 
ing. Flying glass, dust and sparks and 
embers filled the air. In that fearful 
district men prominent in commercial] 
life were found. Many with heat-blister- 
ed and smokebegrimed faces had been 
up all night and as the morning broke 
were taking the first inventory of losses. 

At 12:30 o’clock the northern limits of 


tthe fire had traveled from Fayette street 


to Eastern avenue. At this point half a 
dazen fire companies were fighting from 
the rear, while other companies were 
flanking on the Jones Falls and the Lib- 
erty street borders. Sandwiches and cof- 
fee were served from drays. Many of the 
men were almost famished from their 
long and dangerous detail. 

Every bridge over Jones Falls had a 
score of firemen and not infrequently 
they were compelled to turn their atten- 
tion from towering pyres to put out 
flames on the floor below them. Both 
banks of Jones Falls were lined with 
lumber yards and the piles on one side 
were blazing constantly and on the other 
throwing off clouds of steam caused by 
the water turned on wood heated almost 
to the point of ignition. 

In that district no one knew wheter 
the sun shone, except those who had 
come from the northern districts. The 
clouds of blinding, choking smoke total- 
ly obscured the sun and the wind from

FIREMEN WERE BRA 
BUT ALL TO NO AVAIL 


VE 


Flames Were Finally Stayed by a Little Stream. 
Towering Skyscrapers,-Supposed te be Fire Proof, 
Crumbled in Fierce Heat. 


Baltimore, February 8.—The cheering 
news that the conflagration had been 
checked, spread rapidly over the city, and 
the great crowds that all day had surged 
against the tightly drawn fire lines, be- 
gan to turn homeward. Unlesg the wind, 
which now blows briskly from the north- 
west, should change, it Is believed that 
there is no further danger. But the fire- 
men are taking no chances. All over 
the burned district they are tonight fight- 
ing the fierce flames that still live in 
large piles of ruins. ‘T&Mese fires are no 
thenace, however, for they have nothine 
to feed upon outside their present limits. 

During the afternoon the fire ate its 
way in a southerly and westerly direc- 
tion, toward the water. Sporadic fires 
sprang into existence and caused the 
withdrawal of apparatus ang men from 
the line of battle, and the fire swept on- 
ward. 

As the day wore the forefront of the 
fire neared Jones Falls, a small stream 
that trends north and south, and divides 
known as East Baltimore. This little 
stream was the last stand. 

If the conflagration leaped it and gained 
a foothold, itg extent could not be fgre- 
told. 

Tremendous efforts were made to block 
it. Dynamite was used freely. The fire 
aparatus was centered, and all the skill 
of the fire-fighters called into play to 
defeat the element that had eaten up 
m.llions of dolars worth of property. 
And human skill and pluck and grit 
and unfaltering courage won. ‘The fire 
was checked. But behind it lay a great 
gutted waste of more than 140 acres in 
extent. 


NoT A WALL STANDING 
IN ENTIRE CITY BLOCKS 

Entire blocks just below there are 
wiped out, without, in some cases, @ 
wall left standing. 

From Fayette street, down Holliday 
street as far as German street, there is 
no building left save the shell of the 
corn and flour exchange, at the corner 
of German street. 

Like a grim tower in the ruins stands 
the walls of the fifteen-story Conti- 
nental Trust Company building. The 
walls of the Baltimore and Ohio build- 
ing are also standing, but the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad building, directly across 
Calvert street, is razed. Only the walls 
of the once stately Equitable 
building. Only remnants of one wall are 
left of what was the National hotel, 
No buildings are left standing as far as 
the eye can see down Baltimore street 
from this point. 

The costly United States custom house, 


remain 


in course of construction, 
ruined. The marble blocks 
damaged, the cornices on the north side 
are destroyed and the marble is cracked 
in a number of places. The only other 
federal building damaged was the United 
States store house, diagonally opposite. 
Westward, along Pratt street, is only 
debris, from which flames leap and play, 

Down Pratt street, west from Gay, for 
several blocks, the oi] in the wreck of 
the Standard Oil buildings ignited, and 
there was a succession of explosions with 
the bursting out of flames. Pratt street 
for many squares is almost impassable 
by reason of huge piles of masonry and 
water with which the fire companies 
flooded that section. The electric wires 
are a tangled network, and the trolley 
wires are down in every direction.

| SEVENTY-FIVL BLOCKS 
WFRE LAID IN RUINS- 


The large buildings of the Miller Fer. 
tilizer Company, the Bragenor Oil Com- 
pany, C. A. Robinson, dealer in seeds, 
and the Martin Wagner Company, can- 
ners and packers, opposite the slip from 
the power house, were destroyed and the 
ruing burned throughout this evening. 

Many of the occupants of the ill-fated 
Pratt street were saloon keepers and 
dealers in second-hand goods. All! the 
buildings at Dugans wharf, nearby, were 
destroyed. Stretching from here down 
East and West Fafls avenue were a num- 
ber of business establishments. Among 
these the Lime Cement Company’s plant, 
the Cockran’s ice house were burned. 
The Marge four-story building of the Mc- 
Cormick Drug Company, at East Falls 
avenue and Pratt street, was ruined. The 
Hoffman house and Manor hotel, nearby, 
the T. J. Myers’ lare five-story packing 
plant, and the E. W. Boyer packing plant 
were destroyed. 

The Commercial building, a six-story 
building at the corner of Lombard and 
Gay streets, stretching over half a block, 
is destroyed, but the vaults are safe. 

The burned district is within the terri- 
tory bounded on the west by Liberty 
etreet, on the north by Lexington street, 
on the east by Jones Falls and on the 
south by the basin. Within this district 
were the big structures on Fayette, Gay, 
Lombard, Charles, Balderson, Ellicot, Ho}- 
lingsworth and Cheap Side streets. Pass- 
ing southeast along the basin the follow- 
ing large docks were destroyed.

During the confusion of Sunday night 
detachments of regulars from nearby 
forts were sent to the fire district and 
succeeded in maintaining order and re- 
Straining thé great crowds from en- 
croaching upon the firemen. 

The Fourth and Fifth regiments of 
Baltimore, ordered out by Governor 
Warfield, came on duty before daybreak 
under the command of Brigadier Gen- 
eral Riggs. The men, who numbered 
1,200, were distributed about the fire 
district, and no one, no matter who he 
was, could get beyond the line estab- 
lished, unless he held a military pass. 
They were issued personally by the 
brigadier general at his headquarters in 
the court house. 

LOOTING IS PREVENTED 

BY THE LINE OF SOLDIERS 
r In order to be on the safe side, Gov- 
ernor Warfield, after a conference with 
other officials, decided early in the day 
to order out another regiment, and ac- 
cordingly orders were sent to the First 
regiment, which arrived during the night, 
and the soldiers were distributed around 
the great area of desolation. The Mary- 
land naval reserve also was called out. 

There was some fear that with night- 


fal} looting would start. The line of 
troops around the ruins was so tightly 


drawn, however, that it will be impos- 
sible for the people to enter the fire zone 
without detection. As the financial dis- 
trict is included in the burned territory 
there is untold wealth hidden in the blis- 
tered and warped yaults of banks and 
safe deposit companies. 

Governor Warfield early in the day was 
reminded of this and any unauthorized 
person found inside the lines will be se- 
verely dealt with, and the officer in 
charge of that particular section will be 
called strictly to account. The auxiliary 
policemen sent here from Washington, 
Wilmington and Philadelphia, number- 
ing about 400, have been relieved. These 
men were nearly exhausted, having been 
duty yesterday, all night and most 
of today. Their officers were warmly 
thanked by the mayor, who expressed 
his wish that they convey to the men 
his personal thanks. 

While Governor Warfield and General 
Riggs took direct charge of the fire dis- 
trict, Mayor McLane saw to it that the 
citizens generally did not get a chance to 
annoy the soldiers or police. His first 
act was to closg all saloons, and there 
was hittle drunkenness seem, excepd 
among some of the yisitofs from other 
points, who brought their refreshments 
with them, 

FIRE WAS REMARKABLE 
FOR LACK OF CASUALTIES 

The fire was remarkable in many ways, 
but more so in the lack of casualties. It 
can safely be said that no great fire in, 
this country can show a smaller dead or 
injured list. Up to tonight only one per- 
s0n was reported killed, the number 
treated in the hospitals will not be more 
than fifty. The dead man was a fireman 
from York, Pa., who was crushed by a 
falling wall. In the city hosp«al thirty- 
five persons were treated during the 
progress of the fire, and only one was 
compelled to remam in the institution, 
and he wag suffering from exposure, 
The Maryland general hospital treated 
about a dozen firemen and pou.icemen. 

In the early hours this morning the 
army of fire fighters struggled against 
overwhelming odds, and when dawn 
broke the flames were raging fiercely 
along the wharves and focussed about 
the great power house of the United 
Railways Company, which furnished the 


power for al] the street railways of the 
city. Then the flames ate their way 
with undiminished force southward, but 
were finally checked near the water's 
edge, at Westfalls avenue, in the south- 
east section of the city. , 

The burned area is a scene of com- 
plete devastation. Numberless buildings 
that were the pride of Baltimore, costly 
and stately, and occupied for divers pur- 
poses, were gutted, and only smouldering 
debris or walls or remnants of walls ree 
main to mark the sites. 

The Baltimore American building, one 
of the finest, is now but smouldering 
debris. Across South street, where stood 
The Baltimore Sun building, only the 
pillars that marked the frofit remain.

MARCH OF THE FLAMES 
APPALLED SPECTATORS 

Columns could be filled with details of 
the incidents of this memarable day and 
yesterday, bot no description of the fire 
itself or its destructive march could be- 
gin to do justice to the reality. Roughly 
speaking, the ‘fire in its course described 
a half circle Qn its northern and western 
edges, curving from Lombard and Liberty 
streets to Fayette and St. Paul streets, 
and then sweeping around toward Mar- 
ket space and Lombard streets. From 
there on its route was more in a straight 
line, leading off from this circle. The 
whole effect of this course of the fire 
was to constitute an immense question 
mark, 

The speed with which it swept down 
Baltimore street is described by Acting 
Chief McAfee as truly appalling. Build- 
ings that stood one minute apparently un- 
touched were masses of flames the next. 
In the whole history of the world there 
is probably no record of brick, iron and 
store structures burning so rapidly and 
so completely as did the buildings in 
the path of Baltimore's greatest fire. 

In their fury the fames jumped half a 
dozen buildings to lick up some especially 
strong one. Time and again the firemen 
attempted to make a stand against the 
flames, but they were not only badly 
handicapped by the network of over- 
head wires, but the fire pressed upon them 
by leapsand bounds. The massof flame 
took building after building and each 
seemed to cvullapse immediately as some- 
thing touched by the hand of death. When 
it was found that the streams of water did 
no good dynamiting was resorted to, but 
even this seemed to make no impression. 
CROWDS OF VISITORS 

TO THE STRICKEN CITY 

Every train has brought crowds to the 
city today and its capacity is now so 
taxed that serious efforts are being made 
to prevent the sale of more tickets to 
Baltimore. Although the _ streets are 
crowded tonight with residents and 
strangers, there is practically no drunk- 
enness and very little disorder. The 
troops are needed, however, to guard the 
business section that has escaped, as it 
is believed crooks are pouring in here 
from all parts of the country. As night 
came on an even better realization of 
the extent of the damaged district could 
be obtained than during the day, as the 
flames burning in hundreds of places 
serve to light up the whole district, and, 
indeed, the city and suburbs for miles 
around. There is little sleep tonight. 
Vhile the extent of the blow they have 
received is not fully realized, the peopie 
of Baltimor realized the possibility of a 
spread into residence sections and there 
are few families in which preparations 
for hurried escape from their homes were 
not made.

LOCAL INTEREST 
IN FIRE LOSSES 


Companies Here Receiving 
Many Enquiries, But 
Nothing Known. 


Local interest In the amount of the 
losses sustained by the fire insurance 
companies that carried risks on the Bal- 
timore property destroyed increases 
momentarily. Inquiries are pouring in 
on the managers of the companies in 
Atlanta that have offices in the burned 
city, but so far nothing has been learned 
here that indicates definitely the extent 


of the loss. 
more than one insurance company is 
hard hit by the great disaster. Millions 
upon millions of dollars will be taken 
from the companies that did business in 
Baltimore in settlement of the losses in- 
curred by the conflagration. 

Some of the companies are partially 
protected against loss by reinsurance, 
but the larger part of them carried their 
risks alone and will sustain a severo 
blow. 

Managers of the companies in Atlanta 
that have Baltimore offices were asked 
about the matter yesterday, but they 
had received no definite news concerning 
the situation. No adjustments have yet 
been attempted, and they could not 
state the damage sustained by their 
companies. As soon as possible the ad- 
justers will gather in the fated city and 
make arrangements to settle the obliga- 
tions of the fire companies with the 
owners of the houses and stocks destroy- 
ed. The bulk of the loss will be sus- 
tained by those insurance companies 
which make a specialty of protecting 
stocks of goods. It was in the district. 
occupied by the wholesale and retail dry 
goods companies, the trust companies, 
the banks and the downtown establish- 
ments generally that the fire raged 
especially. In no other part of Baltt- 
more could the loss have been so great 
in a similar space. Such houses as these 
earried larger amounts of insurance 
than any others. 

In all probability, there wil be a mutual 
agreement betwen the policyholders and 
the companies, by which each will sus- 
tain part of the loss and the policies be 
paid at something like 66 cents on the 
dollar. This is by no means official, and 
the companies may pay every cent they 
lost. No official statement has yet come 
from them, but the general opinion here 
is that they are seriously hurt, and that 
all of them cannot pull through.

Great granite and marble 
Skyscrapers went down before the 
fierce onrush of flames like houses of 
cards, and huge steel girders and pil- 
lars tumbled into the fiery caldron like 
so much twisted wire. One, after read- 
ing the thrilling description of the 
holocaust of these gigantic piles of 
stone and steel, asks himself, ‘Is a 
fireproof building a myth?” Surely 
no human constructive power, much 
less human ability to fight fire, could 
make good its pretentions in the fur- 
nace breath of a carnival of flames 
such as swept over Baltimore Sunday. 
As it will require a modern war to 
demonstrate the strength and weak- 
ness of the modern battle ship, so it 
required the Baltimore fire to demon- 
strate the utter futility of man’s handi- 
work in modern architectural con- 
struction, once put to the supreme 
test. The fireproof building is yet to 
come, 

But the calamity which fell upon 
Maryland's metropolis has taught one 
lesson no less important than the as- 
bestos curtain lesson of the ill-fated 
Iroquois theater. That lesson can be 
guessed in the reading of the follow- 
ing paragraph from the Associated 
Press report of the fire: 

The start of the fire was in the base- 
ment of Hurst & Co.'s wholesale dry 
goods house. After burning for ten min- 
utes or so there was a loud explosion 
from the interior of the building as the 
gasoline tank used for the engine in the 
building let go. Instantly the immense 
structure collapSed, sending destruction 
to adjacent buildings in all directions 
and causing the fire to be beyond con- 
trol of the firemen. 

Does anybody believe the heart of 
Baltimore would be in ashes today if 
, that gasoline tank had not exploded, 
any more than they believe the Iro- 
quois theater would have been turned 
into a charnel house if its asbestos 
curtain had been genuine and in work- 
ing order? The coroner’s jury in Chi- 


| 


caguv placed the blame in that terri- 
ble instance where it belonged, hold- 


ing responsible the city officials whose 


business it was to see that every city 
ordinance designed for the protection 
of life and limb was enforced. Is it 
not equally the business of every mu- 
nicipal government to see that no ex- 
plosive material is allowed for the 
generation of motive power, or for 
any other use, in any building, unless 
it is proven beyond doubt that the ex- 
plosive material is in a fireproof re- 
ceptacle? 

Do municipal governments properly 
look after such things, and do the fire 
insurance companies press their de- 
mands for precautionary measures to 
the limit that they should be pressed? 

The Chicago horror resulted in a 
great shaking up of the municipal dry 
bones the nation over, and nearly 
every town boasting a play house of- 
ficially investigated its capacity to 
withstand a fire panic. The result has 
undoubtedly been salutary. It is now 
in order for another and even a great- 


| er shaking up of municipal dry bopes 
the world over to determine whether 
existing ordinances against the stor- 
ing of high explosives in buildings are 
being strictly enforced, and whether 
the dangerous condition is adequately 
covered by municipal law or other 
legal regulation. We suspect it will 
be found that the majority of our 
larger structures are veritable powder 
magazines, in one way or another, in 
a condition that wants only a fire 
under good headway to cause the 
wrecking explosion. If it is not prac- 
ticable to store gasoline or to confine 
gas in manner that safeguards a build- 
ing from an explosion, then gasoline, 
gas or any other explosive ought 
not to be allowed inside the municipal 
limits. 

This is the question which will in- 
evitably be raised by the great Balti- 
more fire, and it is the question which 
the public will insist on having met. 
Fireproof construction may be impos- 
sible, but the keeping of high explo- 
Sives out of a building is not impossi- 
ble, and we are very much mistaken 
in the American people if they longer 
permit their lawmakers to be lax in 
doing away with every possibility of 
danger from such a source. 

Baltimore will be rebuilt—a greater 
Baltimore will no doubt restore itself, 
phoenix-like, from the ashes—but the 
lesson and grief of Sunday’s terrible 
conflagration will not soon be blotted 
from the memory. 

Truly the responsibilities of munic- 
ipal government are great when we 
consider what criminal negligence of 
the kind indicated may bring upon a 
city.

In his death Atlanta loses a valu- 
able citizen and a man whose career 
is indissolubly interwoven with the 
progress and prosperity of the city. 


Eastern and Southern Mills. 

A writer in Gunton’s Magazine, dis- 
cussing the supposed competition in 
cotton manufacturing between the 
south and the east, says that the east 
continues to hold the advantage of a 
larger experience in business, a larger 
supply of skilled labor, better machin- 
ery, closer proximity to machinery 
supplies and the incontestable advan- 
tage of a superior product. 

Now, such competition as exists be- 
tween the southern mills and those 
of New England is the natural and 
inevitable result of the situation. When 
a new cotton mill is established in the 
south, the managers do not say to 
themselves that they propose to com- 
pel a New England mill to retire from 
business. On the contrary, the mill 
is built, furnished and managed with 
an eye single to making profitable re- 
turns to those who have invested their 
money. We are not so sure that the 
product of the New England mills is 
so incontestably superior as the writer 
in Gunton’s believes. There was a 
time when nearly all the southern mills 
devoted themselves to turning out 
coarse goods, but now some of the 
best mills in the south are producing 
fine goods, and there will undoubtedly 
be a great improvement along this line 
in time. 

If the machinery in the northern 
and eastern mills is better than that 
in the southern mills, the change must 
have taken place quite recently, for 
it was not so long ago that the New 
England interests were complaining 
that each new southern mill was 
equipped with the very best machin- 
ery, while their own machinery be- 
longed to a different era. And when a 
staff correspondent of The Constitu- 
tion was sent to New England to in- 
vestigate the big strike among the 
mill operatives and to describe their 
conditions, he reported that many of 
the New England mills were equipped 
with antiquated machinery, and em- 
ployed the methods that were popu- 
lar before the civil war. 

Indeed, the letters of our corre- 
spondent were a revelation along 
many lines, and the facts that he re- 
ported eased the minds of many 
amongst us as to the nature and ex- 
tent of the eastern enterprise and en- 
ergy. Many of the mill owners do 
not agree with the writer in Gun- 
ton’s, as they have shown by their 
operations in the south. So far from 
agreeing that there is no natural com- 
petition, they have admitted it by de- 
voting a considerable part of their 
capital to the erection of new mills 
in the south. 

But it is useless to talk of compe- 
tition as long as the mills of Great 
Britain and Europe can buy cotton in 
the south and manufacture it at a 
profit. It will be time enough to wor- 
ry about the future of eastern mills 
when American enterprise has wrest- 
ed all the markets from foreign man- 
ufacturers. The thing to do is to put 
our own affairs in order so that we 
can supply the world’s demand for 
cotton goods by making products 
more cheaply and of a better quality.

Radium and Its Properties. 


The doctors of medicine are very 
busy men in their anticipation during 
these latter days. They realize that, 
surgery has made tremendous strides 
in the past few years, and they feel 
that it is incumbent on those who use 
the knife only in the most extreme 
cases, to make some sort of showing 
for medicine pure and simple. It is 
almost an every day event for sur- 
geons to extract a man’s gizzard, ex- 
amine it with a microscope, and place 
it back where it belongs with perfect 
safety to the patient. 

The advance'in surgery is along 
several lines, and some of its triumphs 
are little less than marvelous, where- 
as, the physician who has not been 
trained to use the knife, is still pre- 
scribing the medicine and doses dear 
to our ancestors. Some of them, how- 


) ever, are turning their attention to 


electricity as a remedial agent, and 
they are having considerable success. 
They have the X-ray, the violet ray, 
and the ultra violet ray, and, as the 
foundation of these what its called 
static electricity. 

Then there is the recent discovery 
of radium, which bids fair, according 
to all accounts, to revolutionize things. 
It is too costly at present for general 
use, but its discovery has put to sleep 
one of the dearest_theories of science, 
to-wit: the conservation of energy. 
For one of the peculiar properties of 
radium is the fact that it is constantly 
giving out an immense amount of en- 
ergy with no loss to its own bulk— 
so to speak—or activity. Science has 
claimed all along that there is no way 
to produce energy without loss. There 
is coal, for instance, which puts forth 
energy in the process of consumption. 
When coal gives out, one source of en- 
ergy is destroyed; and even the en- 
ergy that coal is able to produce is the 
result of great pressure applied at 


some unknown period of the world’s 
existence. 

Still, there need be no hurry about 
tearing down the machinery that has 
been erected on the theory that the 
conservation. of energy is practically 
as well as theoretically true. It will 


}probably be many a moon before there 


will be enough radium in sight to do 
the work that needs to be done in 
the world. Meanwhile physicians are 
experimenting with it as a remedial 
agent. Already one poetical doctor in 
New York has referred to radium as 
liquid sunshine, and it will not be very 
long before the patent medicine men 
seize upon the alluring locution as the 
title of their various nostrums. 

But the New York doctor—Morton— 
is practical as well as poetical, and he 
bas already made it clear, at least to 
his own mind, that radium, properly 
employed, is a remedy for cancer. He 
hgs applied it to the relief of internal 
cancer in connéction with medicines 
that he describes as fluorescent. For 
instance, when a solution of quinine 
is takeninternally, and the radium 
applied outwardly, the fluorescence 
that ensues in the neighborhood of the 
cancer, has the same effect as the vio- 
let ray, which, in the Finsen lamp, and 
under other forms, hag been known to 
cure cancer, lupus, and other diseases 
that have hitherto defied medicine. 

It is all very interesting, and gives 
great room for the play of the imagi- 
nation. Meantime, the great public, 
both sick and well, is putting in its 
time eating chips and sawdust in the 
shape of predigested breakfast food. 
This change of diet may prove to be 
beneficial, or it may be that those who 
have not fallen into the habit of eat- 
ing prepared food will have good rea- 
son to congratulate themselves later. 
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Senator Clay’s Address. 

The Constitution publishes else- 
where today liberal extracts from the 
address of Senator A. S. Clay, deliv- 
ered in the United States senate in 
behalf of the ratification of the Pan- 
‘ama canal treaty. 

We have already commented at 
length upon the announcement that 
both Senators Clay and Bacon would 
support the treaty, and, aside from 
cordially commending the address of 
Senator Clay as delivered yesterday, 
there is little else to say. 

The address is a splendid effort and 
it reflects credit not only upon Sena- 
tor Clay, but upon the great state of 
which he is a worthy representative. 
The reasons given by Senator Clay for 
supporting the treaty are unanswer- 
able and a careful perusal of the ad- 
dress is well worth the attention of 
every reader of The Constitution. 

Senator Bacon has announced that 
he will, at the proper time, make a 
statement of his position in advocacy 
of the treaty. 

Again The Constitution heartily 
commends the attitude of Georgia's 
two senators. We have never for a 
moment believed that either of them 
would do anything else than vote for 
the treaty, and their position will meet 
the overwhelming approval of the peo- 
ple of the state. 
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“Not Dead, But Sleeping.”’ 
(From The Nashville News.) 

For the benefit of those for whom the 
present situation of the democratic 
party in regard to silver needs iljluminat- 
ing, The Atlanta Constitution makes a 
presentation of the question, which for 
beauty, clearness and thoroughness can 
hardly be improved upon. The exact 
reasons why the propositnon for the free 
coinage of silver, so favorably regarded 
a few years ago by the majority of the 
American people, is no longer a popular 
issue, and is not stressed by the demo- 
cratic party, are set forth by The Consti- 
tution, and made plain to all but the 
willfully blind. 

The Constiwition goes back to the con- 
ditions which prevailed during the silver 
campaign, when the decrease in the 
money supply and its inevitable result of 
low prices and hard times demanded an 
increase of the money of the common 
people, and it notes the fact that that 
period coincided with the low water 
mark of gold production. ‘‘Now,” says 
The Constitution, “if all the conditions 
were the same, there would be still an 
inconsistent demand for  bimetallism, 
and the democrats, standing for the in- 
dustrial and productive interests of this 
vountry, would be behind that demand.” 
The new conditions now confronting us, 
which include the wonderful increase in 
the gold output and the resultant pros- 
perity of the country, The Constitution 
shows to be as unexpected by the gold 
men as the silver inen, as the organs of 
the former all predicted prosperity to 
come from the low prices, 

“Therefore,”” says The Constitution, 
“the real reason why bimetallism is no 
longer a party issue resides in the fact 
that the very conditions the democrats 
desired to bring about have resulted from 
the world’s increased output of gold.” 
But it adds, “How long these conditions 
will last depends altogther on circum- 
stances that are accidental in their na- 
ture, for there is no telling when tne 
world wil come to the end of its row, 
so far as the production of gold is con- 
cerned, nor when ®e gold svgily will 
be suddenly cut short.’ The Constitu- 
tion concludes: “So, if the silver ques- 
tion is dead, it is because the truth of its 
contention is verified, and because the 
argument of its adversaries has been 
disproved.” 

Suspended animation seems to be a 
better term for the present status of the 
silver question, The dimetallic article of 
democratic faith has been proved a vital 
one through the development of events, 
and so long as Its truth stands thus at- 
tested, the sitver question. while in 
abeyance, cannot be shrouded and coffin- 
ed for its last sleep. “It drops to the 
rear,” says Mr. Williams. “It will not be 
a paramount issue,” says Mr, Bryan.

Bogota, January 8.—(Special Staff Cor- | 


respondence.)—Of all the presidents who 
have been at the head of. affairs in Co- 
lombia, probably none have served 
through stormier times than the present 
head of the governmeéent—Jose Manuel 
Marroquin. From the beginning of his 
term until six months ago the republic 
has endured an internal revolution that 
for duration and sacrifice of human life 
has not been paralleled in its history. 
The insurgents and the government 
forces fought to the bitter end, and, al- 
though the final triumph belonged to the 
latter, and the authority of Marroquin 
‘Wag 6ustained and vindicated, it was 
| with an amount of loss and an enfeeble- 
‘ment of power that it may take a de- 
cade. to make good. And now on the 
heelg of this revolution, with shattered 
finances and a commerce that has not 
yet recovered from the prostration caused 
by years of uncertainty and continuous 
warfare, the republic faces the secession 
of one of its most noted departments, and 
again, within a few months of his Tetire- 
ment from office, a war that appears to 
be inevitable and is clamorously demand- 
ed, certainly, by his fellow-citizens, con- 
fronts Marroquin. 

Knowing the bloody disasters through 
which he had successfully steered his ad- 
ministration and the very palpable dan- 
gers ‘by which he is now surrounded, the 
personality of the Colombian president, 
as revealed in various interviews accord- 
ed me is a decided surprise. Beneath this 
retiring, scholarly exterior one would 
scarcely expect to find the man who is 
continually the center of war, the dircec- 
tor of a government whose strongly cen- 
tralized form requires of its official head 
a firmness of grasp and an unwavery de- 
termination of action that will make it- 
eclf felt throughout the republic. And 
Marroquin is a scholar, one of the best 
in his country. Barring the sight and 
eound of soldiery thronging the court- 
yard and corridors, a visit to the venera- 
ble “Palace of San Carlos,”’and a talk 
with its courteous, muud-mannered host 
seems more like an hour spent with some 
retired sage than with the man who bat- 
tles daily with seen and unseen dangers, 
and whose problems @re problems of 
warfare and practical government. But 
the statesman is there, nevertheless, tn- 
der the guise of the author of “El 
Morro,” and if it is a scholar who rules 
the républic in these turbulent times— 
still, he rules! 

LIFE OF THE REPUBLIC 
WRAPT IN THE ISSUE 

“There is no new developments in the 
Panama secession movement,” was the 
president's greeting to me. 

“Colombia has one hope that is above 
all other hopes. That hope is placed In 
the democratic party in your country, 
the party of the opposition to the present 
government. You may say that we afe 
awaiting the decision of the United 
States senate in our affairs today as nev- 
er before. That decision means everything 
to us. The history of the last seventy-five 
years hes shown the great republic of the 
north a close, true friend to the repub- 
lle of Colombia. But for the first time 
in the annals of America this continuity 
of our amicable relations has been brok- 
en and the world may see today the 
government of the United States, the 
great and powerful sovereign of Ameri- 
can republics, secretly but undeniably in- 
tervening in a Movement that may ultl- 
mately mean the disruption and ruin ofa 
sister republic. 

‘What does this epoch-making action 
on the part of the United States mean? 
It means the fomentation of discord be- 
¢ween the republic of the north and the 
Latin republics of this hemisphere, where 


formerly only the friendliest of relations 
existed. It means mutual distrust, where 
only confidence and national reciprocity 
reigned. If the United States succeeds in 
making permanent the Secession of an 
integral portion of the Colmobian repub- 
lic, the department of Panama, the po- 
litical aspirations of this continent will 
be subserved, annihilated. The thought 
of the possible jntervention of a foreign 
power in the internal affairs of our re- 
publics will act as a damper to all politi- 
cal initiative and reform. From this cau- 
tionary feeling, also, will come a strong 
repugnance to the admission of American 
capifal in our midst for the development 
of Our national resources. There is noth- 
ing more natural to our situation in South 
America than this development, commer- 
cially speaking. But commercial devel- 
opment must never mean spoliation on 
the part of another country—and the 
seizure of Panama by the United States, 
for it is nothing short of seizure for pe- 
cuniary advancement, meang nothing else 
but spoliation. 


MARROQUIN BELIEVES 
IN NATIONAL CONSCIENCE 

“T relterate: We appeal to the rectitude 
of the people of the United States in this 
matter. As a nation, we await the action 
of the United States senate to rectify the 
international wrong that has been done. 
History, in the lomg run, has shown 
your country always the friend of the 
republics of South America. A cloud has 
rolled over this glorious retrospect, mo- 
mentarily. But we believe that in the end 
your national conscience will prevail and 
that the reSult of your present congres- 
sional session will be to replace Colombia 
in her former position among the Amer- 
ican republics, free, independent, her ter- 
ritorial integrity unbroken. 

“Trusting in this belief, we are mak- 
ing no war, either on the isthmus Or on 
the United States. But if political events 
prove that we are wrong in this belief, be 
assured that this nation will sacrifice ev- 
erything of life and property to regain 
what has been robbed from her by one 
of the most shameful coup-de-etatg in 
history.”’ 
| ‘Pregnant though his words may be for 
the future of his country, President Mar- 
roquin spoke to me with the calm convic- 
tion of the philosopher-statesman who 
remains unmoved amidst the storms of 
party faction surging around him. 

Politically speaking, he stands alone in 
the marvelous littl mountain capital of 
his country—like the lofty walnut tree 
that rises majestically from the court- 
yard of his own palace of San Carlos, top- 
ping all the buildings that surround it. 
And if the crisis comes, expected by ev- 
ery Colombian, the possible fall of this 
Statesman will not pass unmarked in the 
history of Colombia, 

As I turned to leave him, he handed me 
in hig own writing an “appeal to the 
people of the United States.’"’ He said that 
he thought over this fully and seriously, 
and now requested me to transmit it to 
my countrymen, hoping that they would 
turn the ear of conscience toward its 
honorable claims and truthful, heartfelt 
declarations.

(TRANSLATION ) 


O the American People: The opening of a canal, which will 
unite the two oceans, was an idea as great that which 

brought the first Spanish ships to the American coasts. A 
generous desire for national enlargement and universal commerce 
has always inspired those who dream of the accomplishment of this 
great enterprise. 

The mighty people of the United States, in their strenuous 
efforts to reach the highest pinnacle of their greatness, thought to 
crown their work of aggrandizement by the realization of the fore- 
going project which would assure to them their predominance overt 
a large part of the world, and would serve to complete their glorious 
history. 

This work, carried out in harmony with the noble sentiment 
inspiring it, would have been proclaimed just before all people, and 
would forever have placed itself in history as the chief and purest 
g'ory of a nation. But this same work, accomplished through the 
violation of the rights and laws of a weak country, usurping a 
sacred trust and forgetful of the elementary principles of interna- 
tional law, instead of being a glorious achievement—the seal of 
true greatness—would merely be an imperishable blot on the es- 
cutcheon of that government adopting so unjustifiable a_pro- 
ceeding. 

Surely, the people inheriting the virtues of Washington, having 
honesty and international rectitude for their inspiration and line of 
conduct, and who have become the guardians of the liberties of the 
American continent, will not permit their noble traditions to be 
broken nor their glorious history smirched by the shameless viola- 
tion of the rights of a weak but friendly nation. Confident that 
Colombia will offer no obstacle to the realization of this grand en- 
t-rprise—this opening of the canal—it is certain that the latter 
might be completed without neglecting the interests of this republic 
and without placing the Panama canal in history as an imperishable 
remembrance of usurpation and outrage. 

For this reason I appeal once more to the great people of the 
United States, secure in the assurance that this just complaint that 
the Colombian nation makes through me will be heard and an- 
swered.

SPORTING GOSSIP. 

There seems to be a possibility that tn° 
the remote future the half-mile track at 
Piedmont park will be changed to 4 mile 
track.

After hearing the evidence, Judge Nash 
Broyles stated that he would give the 
men the benefit of the doubt and dis- 
missed both cases. ‘The army officer 
stated that he intended to take the mat- 
ter further and sa @hat he would have 
a conference with Chief of Police John 
Ww. Ball regarding’ it. No. steps were 
taken in this direction yesterday after- 

n, however. 
 Duaey state@ that he was walking 
along Decatur street Saturday night so- 
ber and in an orderly manner and that 
when he passe police signal bax, where 
two officers had a negro prisoner, one 
of the officers took hold of him and re- 
marked, “We want you, too. He said 
he was then sent to the police station 
and charged with being drunk. The evi- 
dence showed that he was limping as a 
result of having been cut on the leg 
some time ago. Lockhart stated that he 
was standing at a signal box, watching 
the same officers put a prisoner in the 
wagon and that when he failed to move 
on, when ordered to do 80, he Was also 
put in the wagon and charged with be- 
ing drunk. 
Charges Unnecessary Arrests. 

Tite police officers declared that both 
Duskey and Lockhart were drunk. It 
was stated that Lockhart had ieft the 
box when first ordered to do so, but that 
he later came back, and failed to move 
on when so requested. 

When the evidence had been presented, 
the army officer said: 

“The impression prevails at the post 
among the officers and also among the 
men that the police are discriminating 
against the soldiers. After I had inves- 
tigated. these cases, I felt sure that 
neither of the two men were drunk, and 
that is why I came here in their pehalf. 
The officers at the post do not desire 
to shield a soldier when he does wrong, 
put, on the other hand, :t is our duty to 
see that he is punished. Whenever I in- 
vestigate a case and find that the soldier 
has done wrong, I leave him to fight it 
out himself, but when I believe him to 
pe in the right then I take his part and 
try to help him out. It is not all of 
the police who discrimmate against sol- 
diers, for many of them are our friends, 
but in some instances we feel that the 
soldiers are imposed on. And [I do not 
think these two men have been treated 
fair:y in this instance.” 

Chief Ball was later questioned in re- 
gard to the statement of the army offi- 


cer and said: 

“If any member of the police force is 
discriminating against the soldiers I am 
unaware of it. No such report has been 
made to me. And I will state that such 
discrimination w.il not be tolerated for 
an instant.

‘@igh and Cincinnati. 


In case the squad- 
ron goes northward, it is fully expected 
here that Rear Admiral Evans will tranhe- 
fer his flag to the Albany and assume 
command of the squadron, remaining in 
the Far East after his regular tour of 
duty has expired to observe the war. 

That Japan has fully determined on war 
is evident from a cablegram received at 
the navy department today from Lieu- 
tenant Marsh, saying that a Japanese 
naval division had left for Chemulpo, the 
port of the Korean capital. The seizure 
of Seoul, the general naval board be- 
lieves, will be Japan’s first act of war. 

Count Cassini, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, called by appointment on Secretary 
Hay at 3 o'clock and the two were in 
‘conference for nearly an hour. The 
ambassador was again assured that this 
government could be depended on to m@in- 
tain the strictest and most complete 
neutrality in the coming war. Count Cas- 
sini gave Mr, Hay a brief summary of 
the negotiations. He informed the sec- 
retary that Russia was convinced that 
Japan had all along been anxious for 
war and that her breaking off of diplo- 
matic relations at the moment when Rus- 
eia was putting forth her utmost effort 
to make concessions that would preserve 
peace was an evidence of bad faith. 

In Russian cifcles it is not expected 
that Japan will formally declare war, 
but that she will attempt to catch Rus- 
Sia unawares. It is declared that Rus- 
sian army and fleet will be found ready 
and waiting, that Russia will not assume 
the offensive until she has been attacked 
‘but that after that there will be no de- 
lay. 

At the Japanese legation it was said 
tonight that there was no further news 
on the situation to be given out. At the 
Russian embassy no cables came from 
any source. 

The navy department will make no ef- 
fort to place the United States naval] at- 
taches on vessels of either the Russian or 
Japanese fleets. It io believed that con- 
sent could not be had from either party 
and in refusing Russia and Japan would 
be simply following the example set by 
the United States in the Spanish war.

London, February 8.—Baron Hayasbi, 
the Japanese minister, has informed the 
Associated Press that the military steps 
contemplated by Japan for the preser- 
vation of its interests in the Far East 
already have commenced. 

The minister was careful to point out. 
however, that this does not mean actual 
hostilities, but strategic action through 
pouring Japanese troops into Korea and 
Manchuria. This, he states, is now in 
progress, 

Baron Hayashi calculates that forces 
adequate to any emergency will be dis- 
embarked within two or three days. He 
regards the breaking off of negotiations 
as tantamount to war, and does not look 
for any formal deciaration. 

The minister reiterates the statement 
that the Russian reply was not delivered, 
and declares his belief to be that it 
never was sent. 

CABLE TO KOREAN SHORE 
CUT BY THE JAPANESE. 

Paris, February 8.—The French foreign 
office was advised this afternoon that the 
Japanese have cut the cable connecting 
Japan and Korea. The object of this 
action is believed to be to prevent news 
of the operations of the Japanese from 
reaching the Russians, which was possi- 
ble no matter how closely censored the 
dispatches might be. Following the 
breaking off of relations between Rugsia 
and Japan the cutting of the cable is 
regarded here as significant of the pur- 
pose of the Japanese to begin hostilities. 

It is learned that among the troups 
gent by Russia to the vicinity of the 
Yalu river, are 15,000 Cossacks, whose 


province it is to destroy thé communica- 
tiong of any Japanese army landing 
along the coast or trying to strike the 
Port Arthur railroad. The French mil- 
itary experts consider this a good tac- 
tical move for the reason that the Japa- 
nese have only a small cavalry force. in- 
sufficient to cope with that of the Rus- 
sians.

Believed That Chinese Court 
Will Leave Pekin, 


Empress Dowager Will Take Hefuge 
in Southern China Because of 
Russo-Japanese War — Her 
Plight May Caus- Chi- 
nese Outbreak. 


Washington, February 8.—The Chinese 
minister and the Japanese minister both 
called at the state department today, 
declaring that they were in search of 
information from the seat of the trouble 
in the east and that they had no news 
themselves. 

The outbreak of war between Russia 
and Japan will, it is believed here, be fol- 
lowed by the precipitate flight of the 
empress dowager and the entire Chinese 
court from Pekin to southern China, 
where they took refuge in 1900. Infor- 
mattion received by the state department 
several days ago indicated that this would 
be the case. A cablegram received at 
an embassy says that the flight of the 
Chinese is well nigh certain, and this 
may precipitate a dangerous condition 
of unrest throughout China. It will 
leave the government without a head in 
Pekin and will practically close every 
door of communication from the powers 
to the Pekin government. 

Severa] European powers are extremely 
anxious. that this menace to foreigners 
in China may be averted and are in- 
clined ‘to bring pressure to bear through 
their representatives at Pekin to prevent 
it. At the state department today offi- 
cials declined to say how far the United 
States had gone or would go in this direc- 
“=n, but it is known to be the desire of 
this government that the empress dow- 
ager remain in Pekin. It is believed that 
Mr. Conger will use his efforts in that 
direction. 

Empress Ready To Flee. 

London, February 9.—In a _ dispatch 
from Tien Tsin, a correspondent there of 
The Standard, says a Russian force is 
reported at Kalgan, in Pechili province, 
110t miles northwest of Pekin, and near 
the great wall, and that preparations 
are being made for the flight of the 
Chinese court and the removal of the 
impertal treasure, as it is feared that 
Russia will descend upon Pekin.

UNITED STATES: 
AGAINST RUSSIA 


If Czar ts Victorious He Wil 
Be Curbed, 


Japan May Be Defeated, but in That 
Event United States and Great 
Britain Will Force Rus- 
sia To Loose Hold on 
Manchuria. 


London, February 8.—The St. James 
Gazette learns on diplomatic authority 
that, assuming Russia defeats Japan, 
she will be confronted with a demand for 
the acknowledgment of Chinese sover- 
eignty in Manchuria from Great Britain 
and the United States and that she must 
either grant it or fight both countries, 

An understanding, the paper adds, has 
been reached in this sense between the 
United States and Great Britan., 

No such arrangement as suggested by 
The St. James Gazette (that a demand 
will be made that Russia must either 
Erant Chinese sovereignty in Manchuria 
or fight Great Britain and the United 
States) is known by the foreign office 
here, nor had the foreign office late 
tonight received news of the embarka- 
tion of Japanese troops. 

The foreign office does not regard the 
Japanese note presented February 5 to 
the Russian foreign office by M. Kurino 
as establishing a state of war, though it 
holds it would justify a hostile act with- 
out any further notification on the part 
of Japan, which the foreign office here 
also understands will not be given. 

The course taken by the United States 
embassy at St. Petersburg in undertaking 
to hook after the interests of Japanese 
subjects in Russia was adopted because 
the British government regarded itself 
as being too intimately concerned in the 
dispute to accept such responsibility. 
STORY OF AGREEMENT 


DENIED IN WASHINGTON 
Washington, February 8.—State depart- 
ment officials deny that any agreement 
has been made to the effect that the 
United States and Great Britain would in- 
tervene after Russia has crushed Japan 
and insist that Manchuria remain part 
of China. 

Ever since the Turok-Russian war it 
has been customary for the great neu- 
tral powers to hold some sort of confer- 
ence at the conclusion of the war to se- 
cure the vanquished nation in the strug- 
gle against undue exactions and punish- 
ments. This was notably the case in the 
Turko-Russian war and attention is call- 
ed to the fact that although Japan was 
the victor in her last war with China, 
the neutral powers, especially Russia and 
England, brought pressure to bear upon 
Japan to prevent her from pressing her 
advantage beyond reasonable limits. In- 
cidentally it was also pointed out that 
the two nations named profited them- 
tant strategical points, which had been 
selves by the acquisition of most impor- 
the object of Japan’s operation, 

Therefore it is said to be within the 
probabilities that some kind of confer- 
ence will follow a Russo-Japanese war. 
The United States has always held aloof 
from such combinations, but in the case 
of the negotiations which terminated the 
boxer troubles, the policy has been to 
work on parallel] lines when such a cause 
is for the common good. 


KING OF ITALY ORDERS 


WARSHIPS TO THE EAST 

Rome, February 8.—King Victof Em- 
manuel had a long interview with Pro2- 
mier Giolitti and Marine Minister Mira- 


bello today as a result of the severance 
of the diplomatic relations between Rus- 
sia and Japan. The king hopes that war 
still may be averted. Minister Mirabello 
has cabled instruction to thee commander 
of the Italian squadron in the Far East 
to send the Italian third class cruiser 
Piemonte from Shanghai to Japan to 
Keep the third class cruiser Elba in Ko- 
rean waters to protect Italian interests, 
and to have the armored cruiser Vettor 
Pisani communicate between them. The 
third class cruiser Puglia, now at San 
Francisco, has been ordered to Japan. 
Although it is hardly considered that 
their sailing will be necessary, in view 
of the limited Italian interests there. two 
of the warships are ready to start for the 
Far East. 

An exchange of views on the subject ‘s 
taking place bétween the countries whose 
rulers, like the King of Italy, have re- 
ceived letters from the emperor of Korea, 
announcing his intention to abstain frorn 
any act which might be interpreted as a 
breach of neutrality.

RUSSIA IS WAITING 
FOR JAPAN TO STRIKE 


Mikado’s Occupation of Korea Will Likely Cause First 
Collision--M. Kurino Makes Statement Explain- 
ing Why Japan Broke with Russia. 


St. Petersburg, February 8.—The Rus- 
sian foreign office is preparing a state- 
ment of the negotiations between Rusela 
and Japan. The situation diplomatical- 
ly is delicate and anomalous. 

Just what Japanese action Russia 
would consider a cause for war, under 
the circumstances, is not clearly defined, 
but it is pointed out that when Japan 
abruptly severed diplomatic relations, no- 
tification was given concerning the Russo- 
Japanese treaties of 1896 and 1898, cov- 
ering Korea. These treaties provide for 
the independence of Korea, and in view 
of the commercial interests of Japan in 
the “Hermit’’ kingdom, Russia therein 
recognized Japan's right to send troops 
to Korea for the preservation of order. 
There is, however, an important . reser- 
vation. In case Japan considers it neces- 
sary to avail herself of this clause Russia 
must receive an advance notification. The 
treaties are specific on this point. 

Russia Wants Aggressive Move. 

Technically the landing of a Japanese 
army in southern Korea without the no- 
tification which Japan could not give now 
that diplomatic relations have ceased, 
would be a breach of the spirit of the con- 
vention. 

The Russian authorities declare their 
position diplomatically is very strong. It 
is possible, however, that Russia, in- 
stead of insisting om the invicolability of 
these treaties at this juncture, will take 
her stand on the contentions set up in 
the negotiations and await a Japanese 
invasion of Korea, for the neutrality of 
which Russia insisted, as an overt act, 
equivalent to war. The situation is such 
that the authorities are prepared at any 
moment to hear that Japan has made an 
aggressive move, which would make a 
semblance of peace any longer imposs!i- 
ble, and the czar is making dispositions 
accordingly. Although in diplomatic cir- 
cles there still is some vague talk to 
the effect that hostilities may be averted, 
this hope is regarded as 80 slender as 
hardly to be worth considering. 

The people of the Russian capital have 
been thoroughly aroused by the Japanese 
action and war is the only subject dis- 
cussed. The greatest activity prevails in 
government circles. 

Heavy snow is falling and the streets 
are filling with marching soldiers in cam- 
paign uniforms. 

M. Kurino, the retiring Japanese min- 
istter, says he will leave St. Petersburg 
Wednesday morning, The.-United States 
embassy probably will look after ques- 
tions involving the protection of Japa- 
nese subjects.

Statement of M. Kurino. 


The following is the text of M. Kuri- 
no’s statement of February 5 to the for- 
eign office here: 

“The independence and territorial in- 
tegrity of the Korean empire being re- 
garded by the Japanese government as 
absolutely essential to their own country’s 
security and repose, they cannot view 
iwth indifference any action tending to 
Tender the position of Korea _ § insecure. 
The Russian government has successive- 
iy rejected Japan’s proposals regarding 
Korea, the adoption of which the Japa- 
ness government regarded as indispensable 
to assuring the ine2pendence and terri- 
torial integrity of thg Korean empire and 
to safeguarding Jajfin's preponderating 
interests in the peninsula, This attitude 
on the part of the Russian government, 
coupled with their successive refusals 
to enter into an engagement to respect 
China’s territorial integrity in Manchu- 
ria, which is seriously menaced by Rus- 
sia’s continued occupation of that prov- 
ince, notwithstanding her treaty agree- 
ments with China and her repeated as- 
surances to the other powers having in- 
terests in that region, has rendered it

necessary for the Japanese government 
seriously consider what measures of 
self-defense they are called upon to take 
in the presence of delay on the part of 
the Russian government in connection 
with the present negotiations which have 
largely unexplained and of their 
naval and military activity which it is 
difficult to reconcile with an entirely pa- 
cific aim. In the pending negotiations the 
Japanese government has exercised a de- 
gree of forbearance which they believe af- 
fords abundant proof of their loyal desire 
to remove from the relations between Ja- 
pan and Russia every cause for future 
misunderstanding, but finding in their ef- 
forts no prospect of securing from the 
Russian government any adhesion either 
to Japan’s moderate and unselfish pro- 
posals or to any other proposals likely 
to establish a firm and lasting peace in 
the Far East, the Japanese government 
has now no other alternative than to 
terminate the present futile negotiations. 
In adopting this course the Japanese gov- 
ernment reserved to themselves the right 
to take such independent action as they 
may deem best to consolidate and defend 
Japan's menaced position, as well as to 
protect her established rights and legiti- 
mate interests. The Japanese government 
having exhausted in vain every means of 
concillation with the view to removing 
from the relations of the two countries 
every cause for future complication and 
finding that their just representations and 
moderate and unselfish proposals made in 
the interest of permanent peace in the 
Far East were not receiving from the 
Russian government the consideration 
which is their due have resolved to sever 
their diplomatic relations, with the Rus- 
sian government, which, for the reason 
named have ceased to possess value.” 


At the Japanese legation here this was 
regarded as tantamount to a declaration 
of war and it is believed that no other 
announcement will be made to the world.

JAPAN STATES 


HER POSHTIUN 


Causes of Her Hostility to Rus- 
sia Are Made Clear 


Japan Claims That Nussia Has Re- 
peatedly Viloated Her Pledges 
Regarding Manchuria and 
Is Taking Aggressive 
Measures in Korea. 


Tokio, February 8—The following is 
the text of the statement issued by the 
Japanese government setting forth its 
position: 

Section |. It being indispensable to the 
welfare and safety of Japan to maintain 
the independence and territoria] integrity 
of Korea and to safeguard her para- 
mount interests therein the government 
finds it impossible to view with indiffer- 
ence any action endangering the posi- 
tion of Korea, whereas Russia, notwith- 
standing her solemn treaty with China 
and her repeated assurances to the pow- 
ers, not only continues her occupation 
of Manchuria, but hag taken aggressive 
measures in Koredn territory. Should 
Manchuria be annexed to Russia the in- 
dependence of Korea would Naturally be 
impossible. The Japanese government, 
therefore, being desirous of se“uring per- 
manent peace for eastern Asia, by means 
of direct negotiations with Russia with 
the view of arriving at a friendly ad- 
justment of their mutual interests in 
both Manchuria and Korea where their 
interests meet, communicated toward the 
end of July last such desires to the Rus- 
Slan government and invited its adher- 
ence. To this the Russian government 
expressed a willing assent. Accordingly, 
on August 12 the Japanese government 
proposed to Russia through its represen- 
tative at St. Petersburg the basis of an 
agreement which was substantially as 
follows: 

“tI, A mutual engagement to respect the 
independence and territoria] integrity of 
the Chinese and Korean empires. 


the principle of an equal opportunity for 
the commercial industry of al] nations 
with the natives of those countries. 


to take measures necessary for the pro- 
tection of their above mentioned inter- 
est so far ag the article is infringed. 

4. The recognition by Russia of the ex- 
clusivé rights of Japan to give advice and 
assistance to Korea in the interest of re- 
form and good government. 

S. The engagement in the part of 
Russia to unimpede the eventual exten- 
sion of the Korean railway into southern 
Manchuria so as to connect with eastern 
China and the Shanghai Kwan-New 
Chwang lines.” 

“It was the intention of the Japanese 
government originally that a conference 
should take place between the represen- 
tatives at St. Petersburg and the Rus- 
sian authorities, so as to facilitate prog- 
ress as much as possible in reaching a 
solution of the situation, but the Russian 
government absolutely refused to do so, 
on the plea that the czar planned a trip 
abroad and for other reasons it was un- 
avoidably decided to conduct the negotia- 
tions at Tokio. It was not until the 
3d of October that the Russian govern- 
ment presented counter proposals and 
in them she declined to engage in respect 
to the sovereignty and territorial integ- 
rity of China and stipulated the mainte- 
nance of the principle and equa] oppor- 
tunities for the commercial industry of 
all nations in China and request that 
Japan declare Manchuria and its littoral 
as being entirely Outside of her sphere 
and interest. She further put several 
restrictions upon Japan’s freedom of ac- 
tion in Korea, for instance, while recog- 
nizing Japan’s right to dispatch troops 
when necessary for the protection of 
her interests in Korea, Russia refused to 
allow her to use any portion of Korean 
territory for stragetical purposes, In 
fact, Russia went so far as to propose 
to establish a neutral zone in Korean 
territory north of the 39th parallel. The 
Japanese government utterly failed to 
see why Russia, who professed no inten- 
tion of absorbing Manchuria, should be 
disinclined to insert in the convention a 
clause in complete harmony with her 
own repeatedly declared perspecting the 
territorial sovereignty and integrity of 
China. 

Furthermore, this refusal of the Rus- 
sian government impressed the Japanese 
government all the more with the ne- 
cessity of the insertion of a clause to 
the effect that Japan has important com- 
mercial interests in Manchuria and en- 
tertains no small hopes of their further 
development, and that politically, Japan 
has even interests there by reason o@ its 
relations to Korea, so that she could not 
possibly recognize Manchuria as being 
entirely outside her sphere of interests. 
the reasons led Japan to absolutely re- 
‘ject the Russian proposal. The Japa- 
mese government explained the above 
views, and at the same time introduced 
other necessary amendments in the Rus- 
sian counter proposal. 

They further proposed with regard to 
a neutral zone, that if one was to be 
created, it should be established on bofh 
sides of the boundary line, between Man- 
churia and Korea with equal width, say 
fifty kilometres. Aftew~ repeated discus- 
sions at Tokio the Japanese government 
finally presented the Russian government 
their definite amendment on the (I3th of 
October. The Japanese government then 
frequently urged the Russian government 
for a reply. In that reply Russia sup-

Washington, February 8.—After disten- 
fing to speeches by Mr. Hopkins and Mr.

Mr. Clay announced his intention to

_@f the administration in dealing with the 
Situation in Panama, He announced his 
wonviction that there had been a fiagrant 
violation of international law, but said 
that in the face of the president's dis- 
claimer he could not bring himself to be- 
Heve that the United States had pro- 
moted the secession of Panama. He obn- 
fessed that on the showing made by the 
@iplomatic correspondence he would have 
been compelled to cast hts vote against 
the treaty, but the @ resident’s explana- 
tion, coupled with his great desire to have 
@ canal built, and the deep concern felt 
throughout the south for the consumma- 
tion of that enterprise, had overcome his 
objections. 

Senator Clay’s Speech. 

“Mr. President: I shall not contend 
that, under the general fules of interna- 
tiona] law regulating the conduct of na- 
tions in dealing with each other, we 
can justify our treatment of Colombia. 
Applying the genera) rules of interna- 
tional law to our conduct in recognizing 


the independence of Panama, we acted. 


with undue haste, and, evidently, with 
a view of taking advantage of the rev- 
olution of Panama against Colombia to 
advance our commercial interests. if we 
had not desired the land on which we 
wished to construct an isthmian canal, 
we would not have recognized the inde- 
pendence of Panama. Under the general 
rules of international law, regulating 
the conduct of nations, so long as a s0Vv- 
ereign has a reasonable hope of main-

habits the Colombian government knew 

the revolution had taken place. Stop- 
ping here, I would feel it my duty to 
vote against the ratification of a treaty 
with Panama, There are, however, spe- 
cial facts and circumstances connected 
with this transaction that will take it 
out of the general gules of international 
law and to some extent justify our con- 
duct in dealing with both Colombia and 
Panama. This case must be tried by 
every fact and circumstance connected 
with it; and the history of our relations 
heretofore with Colombia, together with 
her conduct and treatment of our gov- 
ernment, must be thoroughly understood 
in order to reach a just and righteous 
conclusion as to the merits of the contro- 
versy between Colombia and our govern- 
ment, I propose to consider thig con- 
troversy from three different stand- 
points. 

“First, our treaty rights with Colom- 
bia; second, Colombia’s conduct in re- 
jecting the Hay-Herran treaty; third, 
the importance, not only to our com- 
merce, but to the commerce of the world, 
necessarily involved in the construction 
of an isthmian canal. These propositions 
I will consider in their order, and each

“What does the treaty mean? How 
it to be construed? What fs a reasonable 
construction? Colombia entered into a 
solemn obligation to keep the transit 
free and unobstructed.

As To Inciting the Revolution. 


“We would have no right to use our 
army and navy to keep it open, unless 
Colombia failed to do so. When she fall- 
ed to carry out this obligation, then hav- 
ing broken her treaty obligations, we 
could resort to war if necessary tg enforce 
our treaty rights. believe 
wer if Serre to enforce our rights. I 
yelleve this to be a correct construc 
en the treaty of 1846. . sere 


“IT have announced before that if 
the evidence was conclusive that our 
government was in complicity with 
the revolutionary movement in Pan- 
ama, then I could not vote for the 


| ratification of this treaty. 


_ THS would be such a wrong as we could 
not condone—it would be an error of 
juugment, but an unconscieonable act. 

“It any one connected with this govern- 
ment had any part in originating, incit- 
ing, or encouraging the revolution in Pan- 
ama, then such action on our part would 
‘be dishonorable and should be repudiated 
by congress. We would be guilty of a mor- 
al wrong. We should reap no benefits 
from such a disreputable transaction. The 
presumption is in favor of the integrity 
of our government, and every doubt 
should be solved in favor of our honesty. 
In the absence of p6sitive and indisputa- 
ble proof to the contrarv, we must ac- 
cept as true the statement from the exec- 
utive branch of the government. 

“The president in his second message 
tells us that no one connecteg With this 
government had any previous knowledge 
of the revolution except such as was 
accessible to any person of ordinary in- 
telligence who read the newspapers and 
kept up 2 current acquaintance with pub- 
lic affairs. He says that by unanimous 
action of its people, without the firing of 
a shot, the people of Panama declared 
themselves an independent republic. 

“T have not been willing to countenance 
any mode of dishonesty that might have 
been practiced to secure the construction 
of this great waterway. Stopping with 
this correspondence furrfished by the 
state department unexplained, I should 
have voted against the treaty. The pres- 
ident in his second message tells us that 
Our government had been informed that 
_— “get ge ta would take place tn the 

ven a SOlombia rejec ay- 
Herran treaty. oe 

“Panama had given out that she would 
secede in the event that the treaty was 
rejected. He further tells us that Pana- 
ma had formerly been an independent 
State and that he had every assurance 
that a revolution would occur: that every 
one knew that it was a possibility, but 
that it was not until toward the end of 
October, 1903, that it appeared to he a 
probability. He explains why our war 
ships were sent to Panama before the 
revolution occurred. It was ito protect 
American citizens and to keep open the 
transit in the event of a revolution. He 
explained that he apprehended a revolu- 
tion would occur, and that out of an 
abundance of caution he eent the war 
ships to keep open the transit. 

“IT repeat, if the president had 


reason to fear that a revolution would 
follow the rejection of the Hay- 
Herran treaty, that Panama would 
secede, and that Colombia would send 
troops to put down the revolution, 
and that this war between Panama 
and Colombia would endanger the

zens, and embarrass or block the 
transit from sea to sea, then he would 
be justified in sending our warships, 
both to protect the lives and property 
of American citizens and to keep open 
the transit across the isthmus. 


‘When our war ships landed troops at 
Colon they had a right to prevent the 
armed forces of Colombia from obstruct- 
ing the open free course of commerce in 
the pathway across the isthmus. We 
could only do so when Colombia failed to 
keep it open or was proceeding to block 
it by civil war. Our right to interfere in 
the domestic quarrels of Colombia was 
limited to protecting the lives and prop- 
erty of American citizens and to neowag 
open the transit across the isthmus. If, 
in the discharge of such duty and In the 
inforcement of such right, we prevented 
Colombia from sending her troops in the 
way of the transit to fight, and neces- 
sarily obstruct the transit, then we did 
nothing more that we had the right to do 
unded the treaty of 1846. 

“If such action inured to the benefit of 
Panama and to the injury of Colombia, 
we would not be responsible for the re- 
sults, provided we kept within the bounds 
of that treaty of 1846. We had a right 
t) prevent war on the line of the railway, 
or the crossing of the isthnrus, which 
would embarrass or disturb free transit. 
The treaty would not give us the right to 
interfere with Colombian troops landed 
on the isthmus. ufiless these troops 
threatened the lives and property of 
American citizens or in some way at- 
tempted to interfere with transit across 
the isthmus. 

“T refer to these facts to give my view 
of the treaty of 1846. It is not necessary 
for me to express myself as to whether 
or not we went beyond the power grant- 
ed to us by the treaty of 1846, as T shall 
east my vote in favor of the ratification 
of the treaty upon other grounds much 
more satisfactory to me than I could 
possibly reach on this theory of the is- 
sue. * ° 


Power of Colombia’s President. 


“In order to secure the right of way 
by way of the Panama route, on which 
to construct this canal, we have been 
forced to deal with such governments as 
we found in possession of the country 
where the canal was to be located. We 
know that internecine strife has been 
raging in the republic of Colombia for 
a number of years. The study of Co- 
lombia shows the existence of two dis- 
tinct and hostile tendencies at war since 
the early days of national independence. 
These two parties have been styled the 
liberal and conservative parties. The 
difference separating these two parties 
are so great that the transition of power 
from one to the other necessitates resort 
to violence. 

‘The constitution of 1886 abolishes the 
federal form of government and central- 
izes all power in the president; he can 
suspend the constitution, and the proper- 
tv and the liberty of the citizens are at 
his mercy: he has absolute, unlimited 
power. The liberals have contended 
most zealously against these wrongs, 
and, being unable to redress them, took 
up arms as the only means of redress. 
It was a struggle of life and death, as 
has well been said, between reaction and 
modetn progress. Well did the senior 
senator from Alabama say that revolu- 
tion was the normal condition in Colom- 
bia. Well did he say that we would have 
to treat with an irresponsible govern- 
ment to procure the necessary territory 
on which to construct this great water- 
way. 

“So far as regularity and constitutton- 
ality is concerned, the new government 
in Panama will compare favorably with 
the existing government in Colombia. 
Then, again, when the Hay-Herran 
treaty was submitted to Colombia for 
ratification it was understood that the 
terms of the treaty were satisfactory tu 
Colombia. It was proclaimed on the floor 
of the senate and through the public 
press that Colombia secured every con- 
sideration she wanted in this treaty. We 
gave her the enormous sum of $10.000,- 
000. when we could have secured the 
right of way from Costa Rica and Nica- 
ragua for a much less sum. We hai 
responded most liberally to the pecuni- 
ary demands of Colombia. It Was cer- 
tainly greatly to the commercial and 
financial interest of her people to put in 
operation this waterway. 

“We know that the canal was demand- 
ed by the unanimous voice of the people 
of Panama, where it was fo be located. 


“Undoubtedly Colombia reject 
this treaty because she thought she 
saw a chance to force us to pay her 
an exorbitant and unreasonable suin 
of money for the right of way 
through her territory on which to 
locate the canal. She reached the 
conclusion that we were forced to 
have this right of way, and that she 
would extort from us wrongfully ten 
more millions to fill her coffers. 


T do not. contend that this would 
authorize us to take by force any part uf 
her territory on which to build a canal. 
but it might be a reason why we should 
take the advantage of a situation aris- 
ing unexpectedly and acknowledge the 
independence of a peorle who would own 
the territory we so much desired and 
necessary to be used for the commerce of 
the world. 

“T have always contended that thera 
was nothing of greater importance than 
the construction of an interoceanic ca- 


Me eguch a canal is not only essential 
to our commercial development, but 
of great importance to our national 
defense. The establishment of spe- 
dy communication befween the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans should be 


delayed no longer. 

The party in power could have 
provided for the construction of such a 
waterway long ago. The failure to do so 
can in no wise be charged to our side of 
the chamber. We have always contend-: 
ed that the United States should con- 
struct this waterway at the earliest 
possible day. The civilized world is 
deeply and vitally interested in the suc- 
cess of this enterprise. 

“During the session of the Fiftv-sixth 
congress I set forth with particularity 
the benefits that would accure by reason 
of the construction of the canal. 

“These arguments would not jistify 
our government in taking by force, or 
wrongfully, the territory of Colombia 
for canal purposes; but they are pow- 
erful reasons why our government should 
have acted promptly in recognizing the 
independence of Panama, in order to se- 
cure from her the necessary territory 
for canal purposes. 


The Rubicon Has Been Crossed. 
“T have maintained that, so far as Co- 


lombia was concerned, when she stl 


jected our treaty we should cease to | 


treat th her for the construction of 
thig erway, but, under the provisions 
of the Spooner act, we should proceed 
at once to secure the necessary territory 
and construct the canal by the Nicara- 
gua route. The president has not adopted 
this theory—the party in power agrees 
with him—and I am determined, so far 
as I am concerned, that the republican 
party shall have no excuse for the fail- 
ure of this great enterprise. If I can 
not have it located at one piace, I'll have 
it at another, provided we do not get it 
by dishonest methods. 

“Regardless of how the independ- 


ence of Panama was acco plished, 
beyond dispute Panama is lost to 
Colombia—the Rubicon has been 
crosgped, and no one expects Panama 
to be restored to Colombia. 


The ratification or rejection of 
this treaty can in no way change the 
status of Panama in relation to Colom- 
bia; whether rightfully or wrongfully, 
Panama ig forever lost to Colombia. 
Should we reject this treaty, the repub- 
lic of Panama wil! scl exist, ‘and, in all 
probability, we will be called upon .to 
negotiate a treaty with her in the future 
for the right to construct this canal. 
Suppose Panama should continue as @ 
republic for a quarter of a century, or 
even for a less time, will any one con- 
tend that we should not carry on busi- 
ness and governmental relations with her 
in the future, simply because we ques- 
tioned the methods whereby she achieved 
and maintains her independence 

“If we refuse to treat with her now, 
because of the doubtful propriety of our 
conduct in maintaining her independence, 
will it not be true that for all time to 
come we will be estopped from having 
any dealings with Panama because of the 
previous history of her rebellion and in- 
dependence? ‘Who will dare say that, 
if this treaty is rejected, and Panama 
should live as a republic for as much 
ag three years, and another treaty 
should be Submitted for the construction 
of this canal, we would be estopped from 
ratifying it because of our previous con- 
duct? We would answer the objection 
promptly, and say that the revolution is 
over, that Panama was lost to Colombia, 
that she was a well-established republic 
with an organized government in full 
possession and control of the isthmus 
where the canal is to be located, and our 
ecvernment could not possibly treat with 
any other nation for the right to con- 
struct this canal except the Republic of 
Panama. * * *# 

“If the treaty is ratified there can be no 
excuse for further delay in the construc- 
tion of a waterway of vital importance 
to my own section, for we Know the 
benefit to accrue to the south from a 
commercial standpoint, resulting from the 
construction of the canal, is incalculable, 
There is but one sentiment among the 
people of the south in regard to the 
construction of the canal. Many good 
men regret that it should come through 
questionable methods, but we must deal 
with the situation as we find it. Already 
the new republic has been recognized, 
not only by the United States, but also 
by France, China, Austria-Hungary, 
Germany, Denmark, Russia, .Sweden 
and Norway, Belgium, Nicaragua, 
Peru, Cuba, Great Britain, Italy, Japan, 
Costa Rica, Switzerland and the Neth- 
erlands. * * ® 

“Under the general rules of interna- 
tional law we would have no lega] right 
to take by force any part of her terri- 
tory; but this condition of affairs, I am 
sure, would justify prompt action on the 
part of our government in recognizing 
the independence of Panama, originally 
& part cf Colombia, and in possession of 
the territory where the canal is to be 
located. The act might appear to be 
rash, but the civilized world would jus- 
ufy and applaud it because of the con- 
duct of Colombia, I do not contend that 
this fs exactly the case we have under 
consideration, but it illustrates the po- 
sition for which I am contending—that 
in recognizing the independence of a new 
nation struggling for independence we 
are not bound in every instanee try the 
tag — i. international law, but 

r the facts and cire s

“We had the right to prevent Colom- 
bia from carrying on war in Panama 
provided suth war interfered with trans- 
it across the isthmus. This right was 
given to us by the treaty of i846 bu? 
by no chain of reasoning can I reach the 
conclusion that we had the right to in- 
terfere with the internal quarrels of 
Colombia and Panama except such inter- 
nal] quarrels in some way embarrassed 
or interfered with transit across the isth- 
mus. I cannot vote to convict my own 
government of an act of dishonesty 
without positive and unimpeachable tes- 
timony, Such a charge against the in- 
tegrity of our government must be con- 
demned in the absence of unquestionable 
proof. I deplore the fact that the cir- 
cumstances surrounding this transac- 
tion are of such a nature as even to 
cast suspicion upon our conduct. * ® ®

this issue I find in favor of the in- 
tegrity of my own country and in 


favor of the honesty of an American

“Candor compels meé to say that T have 
been actuated to some extent in reaching 
the conclusion to vote in favor of this 
treaty by reason of public sentiment in 
my own state and by the further 
reason of the great ° commercial 
benefits that will certainly follow to the 
south by reason of the construction of 
the canal. It is proper fhat these con- 
siderations should have weight with a 
senator, I could not vote to approve an 
act of dishonesty if the sentiment in my 
state approved it. The good people of my 
honesty. Good men’ often reach conclu- 
sions which are erroneous, because they 
are not conversant with all the facts 
and circumstances connected with the 
transaction. They often reverse their 
opinions when the whole situation is 
explained to them. * * ® 

“We have contended with unanimity 
that most diligent effort should be made 
to adjust amicably all differences exist- 
ing between Panama and Colombia and 
that if any injustice had been done Co- 
lombia on our part every reparation 
within our power should promptly be 
made, 

“We have been assured jhat negotia- 
tions are now pending in the state de- 
partment to accomplish this very 
purpose. Lt us hope that these nego- 
tiations may be brought to a success- 
ful termination. Such a purpose is a 
most laudable one and, when accom- 
plished, will have the approval of all 
conservative, patriotic, intelligent and 
right thinking people, Those who love 
justice, righteousness and peace better 
than they love trade and commercial 
ga will hail with joy and delight such 
a @olution of this impogtant controversy.

With war in the Far East virtually 
commenced, and all foreign markets re- 
sponding, @ere was a dash to buy here 
at the opening by some hitherto stub- 
born short sellers of wheat. The result 
temnporarily was higher prices. May 
opened % to lc up at 9449@95c, and July 
‘Ss@%c higher at ¢54¢@85%c. in a short 
time, however, the short sellers wh 
had turned buyers had cause for regret. 
Both May and July were offered in large 
quantities, It was claimed that a line 
of several million bushels held by a large 
loca] trader was sold out. ‘The throwing 
out of this wheat induced liquidation and 
the market became extremely weak, May 
going down to 93%c, a decline of I5ec 
from the top and July going of 2%c to 
834,c. The May delivery, however, re- 
ceived good support from the principai 
longs and the price soon regained a cent. 
The markec was helped by a dispatch 
Stating that all offerings of wheat had 
Stopped. A late break in corn and oats 
had a depressing intiuence, but additiona] 
Support from the interest credited witb 
being the largest holder caused a fairly 
Steady tone at the close. May was un- 
changed at 94c and July %ec lower at 
64%c. Clearances equaled 440,700 bush- 
els. Primary receipts 760,500, against 
851,600 a year ago. The amount on 
passage increased 3,427,000 bushels, while 
the visible supply decreased 560,000. 
Giinneapolis, Duluth and Chicago reported 
003 cars, against 463 cars last week and 
736 a year ago. 

A feature in the corn pit was steady 
and persistent seuing by a prominent 
commission house. The impression among 
the traders was that the principal bull 
leader was disposing of part of an enor- 
mous line. Several] other large interests 
also were on the gelling side, including 
representatives of a number of eastern 
speculators. Offerings continued to come 
out during the entire session and extreme 
weakness prevailed. Stop loss orders 
were reached in the downward progress 
and this helped to send prices eti!l lower. 
The opening was firm, May being un- 
changed to \%c higher at 64%@55c, but 
within the first half hour it fell to 53%c. 
The close was at the bottom at 52%c. 
July closed 2@2%kc lower at 50%c, after 
Selling between 50%@52'4c. Receipts 
were 421 cars. 

There was the same experience in oats 
as in corn... The opening was firm on war 
news, May being *%*@'%ec higher at 44%@ 
445¢c. Heavy selling by a prominent 
commission house led locals to the belief 
that these offerings were coming from a 
big line of a leading long and that start- 
ed smaller holders to sell. There was 
not many oats wanted and prices gtarted 
downward. May closed 24%@2%c lower 
at 4l%c. Receipts 307 cars. 

Provisions showed strength in epite of 
the weakness in grains. There was a 
g00d advance early on an active de- 
mand for pork and lard, bit later part 
of the gain was lost on profit taking 
caused by the break in corn prices. High- 
er hogs was a bull factor at the start, 
as was the war situation. The buying 
was led by commission houses and for- 
e¢igners. After ranging between 13.60@ 
13.90, May pork closed !10c higher at 
13.6714; May lard closed unchanged at 
7.52%, and ribs were up 7c at 6.52%.

Chicago, February 8.—Heavy liquidation 
caused a sharp decline in wheat today. 
The offering was strong on the more 
warlike news, and higher cables. In the 
liquidation July suffered most. At the 
opering May showed an advance of % 
to Ic at 94% to 95c. July was up % to 
%ec at 851%6c. Shortly after the opening 
a selling movement in July checked the 
advance, after which that option ran off 
to 83%c, May in sympathy going to 
93%c. The leading long supported prices 
at the lowest level and an advance to 
94%c for May and to 84%c for July, fol- 
lowed May at the close, was firm and 
unchanged. July closed %c lower. Pri- 
mary receipts 760,500 bushels, against 
851.600 last year. Clearances 440,700 
bushels wheat and flour. 

Corn followed, both as to opening and 
closing, being affected similarly. The de- 
cline in wheat brought out heavy profit 
taking and a decided slump, May closing 
l%c lower at S«,ac. 

The break in wneat and @orn brought 
out an abundant supply of oats for sale 
and the close was 2% to 2%c lower for 
May at 41) %¢c. 

Provisions opened strong with com mis- 
sion houses and shorts good buyers. 
Prices ruled firm on higher hogs and 
prospects of an increased foreign de- 
mand. The market was firm at the 
close with product unchanged to {0c 
higher. 


Farm tSocks Are Small.

to reimburse them for the advance they 
have had to pay in yurns, and this 
applies especially to the knitters. 

Of course their advance has been 
gradual, the same as the advance in 
yarns; but they tell me they are getting 
better préces every day; their stocks 
are light and most of them have their 
production well sold up, and they do not 
express any fear of having to close down 
on account of high-priced yarns. They say 
that the consumption of their production 
wil] undoubtedly be sumewhat curtailed, 
but none of them talk of closing down 
their works. 

In talking with some of the leading 
men in the yarn business, I find they are 
doing a larger busines than they have 
ever done. Of course this does not ap- 
ply in dollars and cents, but in the bulk 
of the amount of yarn handled, and J 
do not see any reason why the spinners 
should become uneasy about the future. 

The demand, I find, is excellent, and, 
as I have stated above, the supply is 
very light. Nearly all the selling agents 
cluim that their stock of yarn has never 
been so light as it is today. In fact, 
comparing the stock of today with the 
stock of one year ago, in talking to one 
agent he stased it wag not !0 per cent 
of the amount he had on hand last vear. 
On some nuenbers the merket is abso- 
lutely bare, and when the consumers 
want varn thev'll be compelled to par 
the price: as from what I can learn, it 
ia deliveries. not price, that enter into 
the question.

WONEY RATES 


Financiers Believe Rate Mil 


Advance by Heavy Demands, 


Baltimore Fire Sufferers Will Need 
Large Sums To Meet Outstanding 
Obligations—Large Part of Bal- 
timore’s Former Trade Com- 
ing to Atlanta. 


Rates on money will go up from 4% per 
cent to 6 per cent on account of the 
Baltimore fire, it fs thought by local 
financiers.. This may not apply to At- 
lanta in the immediate future, but it is 
almost certain to reach this section soon, 
and preparations to meet such a contin 
gency will be made at once. 

A number of the houses burned were 
among the strongest financial institutions 
in the United States, and they have lost 
very heavily. It is sai@ that it will be 
necessary for them to borrow large eums 
to meet their outstanding obligations, and 
as there is a very genera] demand for. 
ready money at this seagon and during 
the coming two months, the rates are 
Sure to be raised. 

This will affect the south especially, as 
a great proportion of the merchants of 
this section purchase their goods in Bal- 
timore. As a rule, the business of the 
merchants of Atlanta and the outlying 
towns is done in New York and Balti- 
more, and as most of the wholesale 
houses of the latter city have been de- 
Stroyed and cannot be replaced within 
the next twelve months, a great part of 
the business of the southern country 
stores will be transferred to Atlanta. 
Already many of these small dealers had 
begun to come here to do their trading, 
and the fact that the nearest northern 
market, as it was considered, is destroy- 
ed, will cause more of them to make théir 
selections of goods in this market. I.- 
cal people state that they are aniPply 
supplied with the articles usually bought 
of the greatest supply businesses done 
in Baltimore and that they can handle 
their trade without embarrassment. One 
of the great supply business done 
in Baltimore was that of millinery, In 
this respect Atlanta {!s peculiarly for- 
tunate, ay there are a number of such 
establishments here.

NO SPOT COTTON 
ON THE MARKET 


Important Action Taken by the 
Memphis Factors 


Owing to Excitement Not a Bale of 
Cotton Will Be Offered—Fac- 
tors Believe That Prices 
for the Staple Will 

~ *Advegncs. 


Memphis, February 8.—Cotton factors 
nf this city today effected an agreement 
whereby they will withhold from the 
market all spot cotten owned or con- 
trolled by them until stable prices are 
assured. The factors had a meeting at 
the cotton exchange today and adopted 
the following resolutions: 


“We, the cotton factors and holders of 
spot cotton in Memphis, in meeting as- 
sembled, owing to the excitement and 
panicky feeling caused by persistent 
rumors of war between Russia and Ja- 
jan, do hereby 

“Resolve, That we will withhold all 
spot cottons off the market except that 
which is ordered peremptorily sold, for 
the present and until the excitement and 
feeling of panic which exists in some 
quarters is allowed. The stock of cotton 
in this market is small and the cotton 
yet to come, we believe, is. the smallest 
at this time in the history of the cotton 
trade. We confidently believe that within 
a very short time we will be enabled to 
sell our cotton at its value, which we 
believe is considerably above the present 
range of speculative values. We heartily 
cooperate with the epot holders of New 
Orlans in sustaining values, and order 
telegrams sent at once apprising them of 
our action.” 


EFFECT OF WAR SCARE 
“~~ “ON COTTON SITUATION 

New Orleans, February 8.—The Far 
Eastern situation and its nrobable effect 
on the cotton market was discussed on 
all sides, and caused an anxious gather- 
ing about the future ring long before the 
session opened this morning. The first 
call showed a steady market, with prices 
from 10 to 20 points higher than Satur- 
day’s finals and confirming the frequent- 
ly expressed opinion of the most active 
traders that the war influence on the 
market had beer fully discounted. Still 
there were a few weak longs who com- 
menced liquidation on a quiet way, and 
priceg receded until they -were from 5 
to 6 points lower than Saturday, and 
from 60 to 70 points lower than the high- 
est level of the morning. The leading 
bulls made no effort to elevate prices 
but let the market take care of itself. 

During the noon hour, prices made a 
sensational reaction of from 80 to 90 
points from the lowest levels of the 
morning. The conditions of the last few 
days were reversed, and there were more 
Buyers than sellers in the market. 
Shorts covered freely and helped send 
values up. The advance was rapld, 
prices leaping upward 6 and 10 points 
at a time. The ring had a busy hum, 
but no nervousness was in evidence. 

Little or no desire was shown to op- 
ernre on the short side as the fact was 
generally recognized that the market was 
probably even more dangerous to shorts 
than to longs as there has been no fa- 
vorable features recently to the long 
side. and it is argued that the slightest 
favorable circumstance would send prices 
up with a rush. It was also pointed out 
that values could hardly help improv- 
ing tomorrow on the general expectation 
of a bullish census report. 

The spot market was dull, with noth- 
ing offering and few buyers out. Reports 
from the country were encouraging in 
the highest degree. Spinners were said 
to be greedily buying up cotton at prices 
far above the levels of contracts in the 
local market. Even the Liverpool spot 
market was encouraging as sales of 8,000 
bales were reported, the largest in many 
days. 

It is generally believed that the leading 
bulls and the interests back of them out- 
lined a course of action at a meeting held 
yesterday, and that this course of action 
will begin tomorrow.

FIRE AND WAR 
- GREATEST RACTORS 


——————— 


Bolore Which All Other Considera- 
tions Disappeared. 


B. & 0. SPECIAL SUFFERER 


Pennsylvania Was Heavily Sold 
All Day on Its Heavy Borrow- 
ings—Union Pacific Was 
Also a Conspicuous 
Sufferer. 


New York, February 8.--The stock mar- 
ket today had to face the two-fold ef- 
fect of the great fire in Baltimore and 
the breaking off of diplomatic relations 
between Russia and Japan, either one of 
which was sufficient to have justified a 
severe break in prices. It is true that 
the war news was expected and presum- 
ably discounted to some extent, as is the 
wont of the speculative markets with 
good information on coming events. But 
that the event was not adequately dis- 
counted was clearly enough demonstrated 
by the demoralized tone of state issues 
on the Paris boerse, which is the point 
upon which the effects of Russian trou- 
bles would narrowly converge. But Our 
own market faced this double threat with 
great apparent composure at the opening, 
the first decline failing to carry the level 
of prices down to the parity of the Lon- 
don level before our trading began. Sup- 
port was evidently put into the market, 
prices rallled and a quiet tone that seem- 
ed one of confidence was brought about. 
It is doubtful whether this was effective 
In convincing anybody that the slight 
spilling out of stocks at the opening 
marred the whole effect on the market 
of the Baltimore disaster. The harm al- 
ready accomplished was sufficient to Mark 
the event as a great national calamity 
and there was nothing doing in the early 
part of the day to indicate the ultinvate 
limits of the damage. It was early per- 
ceived, however, that the damage of the 
disaster already exceeded those of any 
previous fire in our history, with one pos- 
sible exception, with the record of the 
Chicago fire itself apparently in immi- 
nent danger of being exceeded. When it 
is borne in mind that both the Chicago 
and Boston fires were the occasion of 
stock exchange panics, the action of the 
present stock market must be regarded 
as good. The liquidation, which was 
an inevitable consequence of a wiping 
out of property value approaching the 
cost Of our war with Spain, caused de- 
Clines during the day in the principal 
active stocks of | to 4 points. 

The rally of the last hour demonstrated 
that short selling to a certain extent went 
hand-in-hand with the liquidation, and 
was not backed with sufficient confidence 
to leave contracts open over night. The 
sharp relapse in price failed, however, 
to attract any effective demand for stock 
leaving the outlook still uncertain. Bal- 
timore and Ohio was naturally a special 
sufferer owing to local causes. Pennsyl- 
vania was heavily sold all day, with ex- 
pressions of dissatisfaction over its heavy 
borrowing. Union Pacific was a conspic- 
uous sufferer. Some of the day’s selling, 
both by stocks, was attributed to the 
account of insurance companies in prepa- 
ration for the heavy claims to be met.
